Dioscorides  (1st  century,  a.d.),  a 
native  of  the  Greek  province  of 
Anazarbus,  and  a  contemporary  of 
Plmy,  is  the  most  considerable 
figure  in  ancient  academic  medicine. 
His  comprehensive  treatise  on 
materia  medica  ("Peri  Vies") 
covers  not  only  plants  and  trees, 
l)ut  also  animals  and  minerals. 

Ho  appears  to  have  travelled 
extensively,  probably  as  a  military 
jjbysician.  His  doctrines,  despite 
serious  defects  in  the  light  of 
later  knowledge,  exerted  a  pro- 
found influence  upon  matters 
medical  for  centuries. 

Dioscorides  described  a  number 
of  herbs  very  accurately,  the  use 
of  some  medicaments  he  mentions 
has  been  revived  in  recent  times, 
and  lie  was  the  first  apparently 
to  deal  with  the  adulteration  of 
drugs.

Dyestuffs  (Import  Regulation)  Act,  1920 

The  Board  of  Trade  announce  that  an  open  general 
licence  has  been  issued  under  the  Dyestuffs  (Import 
Regulation)  Act,  1920,  with  effect  from  March  15,  1934, 
covering  the  importation  of  the  following  goods,  and 
consequently  individual  licences  for  the  importation  of 
specific  consignments  of  the  goods  will  not  be  required 
whilst  the  open  general  licence  continues  in  force :  — 

o  —  cresyl  phosphates 
m  —  cresyl  phosphates 

p  —  cresyl  phosphates 

Triphenyl  phosphate 

The  following  Order  made  by  the  Treasury  under 
the  Import  Duties  Act  1932  is  published  by  the 
Stationery  Office,  together  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Import  Duties  Advisory  Committee  to  which  they 
respectively  give  effect. 

The  additional  Import  Duties  (No.  8)  Order,  1934,  reducing 
to  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem  as  from  the  23rd  March  1934  the 
total  duty  on  dried  foliage,  dried  flowers,  dried  plants  and 
dried  roots  of  the  kinds  (when  dried)  used  solely  for  the 
manufacture  of  drugs  or  medicines. 

The  Committee  state  in  their  report  that,  whilst  there 
is  no  case  for  any  alteration  in  the  existing  duties  on 
foliage,  etc.,  used  for  decorative  and  culinary  purposes, 
there  is  no  appreciable  production  of  medicinal  plants 
in  this  country  and  that  manufacturers  of  drugs  and 
medicines  are  dependent  for  their  raw  materials  upon 
foreign  supplies. 

Works  Councils  Bill 

A  Bill  "  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  consulta- 
tive works  councils  in  factories  and  workshops  for  the 


consideration  of  various  matters  of  mutual  concern  to 
employers  and  employed  persons  and  for  other  purposes 
relating  thereto ' '  has  been  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Commons  by  seven  members,  and  is  published  (price  2d.) 
by  the  Stationery  Office.  The  Bill,  which  comprises 
sixteen  clauses  and  two  schedules,  is  of  a  type  familiar 
since  1918.  Its  scope  is  to  be  confined  to  places  in 
which  fifty  or  more  persons  are  "  normally  "  employed. 

Proprietary  Medicines  in  Iraq 

The  commercial  secretary  to  H.M.  Embassy  at 
Baghdad  reports  that  he  has  been  informed  by  the 
adviser  to  the  director  of  public  health  that  the  direc- 
tor has  agreed  to  amend  the  list  of  "patent  medi- 
cines "  attached  to  Regulation  No.  43.  The  com- 
mercial secretary  understands  that  it  is  proposed  to 
ask  the  diplomatic  missions  in  Baghdad  to  supply 
the  names  of  "patent  medicines"  (i.e.,  medi- 
caments not  prepared  in  accordance  with  one  of  the 
recognised  pharmacopoeias)  normally  supplied  to  Iraq. 
A  revised  list  of  medicaments  in  which  trading  is  per- 
mitted, based  on  the  names  supplied,  is  then  to  be  pub- 
lished. Thereafter,  names  are  to  be  added  only  on  appli- 
cation, but  Article  5  (c)  of  the  regulation  (which  requires 
the  production  of  a  certificate  authenticated  by  the 
Government  of  the  country  of  origin  and  confirming  the 
declared  nature  of  the  composition  of  a  patent  medicine 
in  which  it  is  desired  to  trade)  is  to  be  read  in  a  permis- 
sive sense,  so  that  presentation  of  an  official  certificate 
as  to  composition  will  not  necessarily  be  demanded.  The 
commercial  secretary  would  accordingly  be  glad  to  re- 
ceive as  soon  as  possible  from  United  Kingdom  firms  for 
inclusion  in  the  revised  list  the  names  of  medicaments 
supplied  by  them  to  Iraq  and  affected  by  the  Regulation. 

B  B 
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inquests 

On  March  15  Mr.  J.  H.  Nidd,  chemist  and  druggist'. 
Yarburgh  Street,  Alexandra  Road,  Manchester,  was 
found  dead  in  his  shop.  Evidence  at  the  inquest  showed 
that  death  was  due  to  poisoning  by  hydrocyanic  acid, 
and  an  open  verdict  was  recorded. 

An  inquest  was  concluded  by  the  Paddington  (London) 
deputy  coroner,  on  March  17,  on  the  body  of  Miss  Vivian 
B.  Philcox,  who  died  in  a  Kensington  nursing  home. 
Evidence  of  prescribing  dekrysil  capsules  had  previously 
been  given  by  a  Wimpole  Street  consultant.  Mr.  Wil- 
liam E.  Cane,  a  chemist  and  druggist,  Gloucester  Road, 
S.W.7,  said  he  had  known  Miss  Philcox  about  twelve 
months,  and  she  had  been  in  the  habit  of  buying  medi- 
cine. She  bought  two  bottles  of  25  capsules  during 
February.  On  the  first  occasion  his  assistant  told  her 
that  she  would  be  well  advised  to  take  it  under  doctor's 
orders.  They  had  received  a  warning  as  to  medical 
advice  from  the  representatives  of  the  manufacturers. 
Mr.  John  F.  Ward,  B.Sc,  chemist  and  druggist,  stated 
that  he  had  been  in  practice  as  an  analytical  and  manu- 
facturing chemist  for  thirty  years.  Since  1915  he  had 
been  chief  chemist  at  Crookes'  Laboratories.  The  pre- 
paration was  first  made  about  a  year  ago  by  Sir  William 
Pope.  It  was  put  on  the  market  in  December  1933. 
Mr.  Ward  read  from  a  label;  "To  be  administered  only 
on  medical  prescription."  In  addition  to  that  warning 
a  leaflet  was  sent  out  with  each  package.  Replying  to 
Mr.  M.  Stevenson,  who  appeared  for  the  manufacturers 
of  the  capsules,  Mr.  Ward  said  that  in  September  1933 
his  company  suggested  that  this  preparation  should  be 
placed  on  the  Poisons  List  with  a  view  to  securing  that 
it  could  not  be  bought  except  as  a  result  of  medical 
prescription.  They  had  no  reply  to  the  first  letter ;  a 
second  was  sent  and  the  reply  received  was  that  the 
matter  was  having  consideration.  Dr.  Roche  Lynch, 
Home  Office  analyst,  said  that  he  had  examined  certain 
organs  and  had  found  traces  of  nitrophenol.  All  drugs 
of  the  nitrophenol  type  were  known  as  liver  poisons. 
He  understood  that  they  had  only  comparatively 
recently  been  employed  for  slimming  purposes.  The 
Coroner :  It  is  a  dangerous  drug  even  under  expert  super- 
vision?— The  drug  should  never  be  administered  except 
imder  medical  supervision  and  with  extreme  caution. 
Dr.  Lynch  added  that  the  Poisons  Board  was  working 
very  hard  on  the  matter  now.  He  thought  it  was  per- 
fectly clear  that  Miss  Pliilcox  had  taken  an  excessive 
quantity,  and  also,  in  his  opinion,  death  was  due  io 
taking  that  drug.  The  coroner,  in  summing  up,  said 
that  had  Miss  Philcox  followed  medical  advice  she  would 
probably  have  been  alive  still,  but  finding  the  treatment 
was  not  as  quick  as  she  liked,  she  apparently  took 
things  into  her  own  hands  and  decided  to  expedite 
matters  and  take  an  increased  dose.  No  blame  attached 
to  the  manufacturers  of  the  drug.  They  were  a  firm  of 
high  scientific  repute  and  they  had  taken  ample  pre- 
cautions to  prevent  its  misuse.  No  blame  attached  to 
the  doctor.  No  blame  attached  to  Mr.  Cane.  In  regard 
to  the  accessibility  of  drugs  of  this  nitrophenol  group, 
he  hoped  the  Poisons  Committee  would  take  some  action 
in  the  matter.  He  found  that  death  was  the  result  of 
misadventure.  [Recent  research  on  this  type  of  treat- 
ment for  obesity  was  recorded  in  the  C.  &'  D.,  March  10, 
p.  26.[. — Editor.]

An  agent  raised 
the  objection  that  the  analyst's  certificate  was  not  suffi- 
ciently detailed,  but  the  objection  was  disallowed.  The 
agent  then  pointed  out  that  owing  to  the  mildness  of  the 
season  there  had  not  been  much  sale  for  linseed  meal. 
A  fine  of  ;^3  was  imposed. 

David  Roxburgh  Lawrie,  salesman,  was  sentenced  to 
three  months'  imprisonment  at  Dunfermline  Sheriff 
Court  on  pleading  "  Guilty  "  to  charges  of  fraud  and 
attempted  fraud  committed  in  Kirkcaldy,  Aberdeen, 
Dundee,  Arbroath  and  Dunfermline.

Proposed  Registration  of  Shops  in  the  Free  State 

The  Commission  set  up  some  months  ago  to  report  on 
the  desirability  of  licensing  retail  shops  in  the  Irish  Free 
State  has  submitted  its  findings  to  the  Minister  for 
Industry  and  Commerce.  Though  its  recommendations 
have  not  been  published  officially  it  is  understood  that 
the  Commission  recommends  registration  of  all  retail 
shops  in  the  Free  State,  the  discouragement  of  any 
increase  in  the  existing  number  of  shops,  except  in  very 
exceptional  cases,  the  restriction  of  the  activities  of 
"foreign-owned"  multiple  shops,  and  the  gradual 
elimination  of  the  "travelling  shop."  The  fee  to  be 
charged  for  licensing  is  to  be  a  merely  nominal  one,  it 
is  stated,  sufficient  only  to  cover  the  cost  of  administer- 
ing the  scheme.  It  is  recommended  that  no  further 
licences  be  given  to  proprietors  of  "travelling"  shops, 
but  it  is  suggested  that  from  one  to  three  years  should 
be  given  the  proprietors  to  dispose  of  their  undertakings 
Delivery  vans  of  established  concerns  are  exempted  from 


this  recommendation.  One  of  the  two  lady  members  of 
the  Commission  dissented  from  the  report  on  the  ground 
that  there  was  no  demand  for  registration  from  the 
consuming  public.  It  is  added  that  there  is  one  shop 
in  the  Free  State  for  every  seventy  of  the  population, 
compared  with  one  in  ninety-seven  in  England,  and  the 
number  of  shops  in  the  Free  State  is  the  largest  for  its 
population  of  any  country  in  Europe  except  France. 

Apprenticeship  in  Northern  Ireland 

The  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association  has  issued 
a  questionnaire  to  members  on  the  subject  of  the  pro- 
posed articles  of  indenture  which  have  been  issued  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
(see  p.  329).  Each  member  is  asked  to  vote  for  one 
of  the  following  views:  — 

(1)  I  am  in  favour  of  the  proposed  official  form  of  indenture. 

(2)  I  am  in  favour  of  the  proposed  official  form  of  indenture 
modified  to  contain  necessary  safeguards  and  coupled  with  a 
Regulation  limiting  apprentices. 

(3)  I  am  not  in  favour  of  any  form  of  ofiicial  indenture. 

In  their  covering  note  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  state  their  position  with  regard  to  official 
indentures. 

Brevities 

Mr.  Patrick  C.  Cahill,  M.P.S.I.,  Whitehall  Pharmacy, 
Drumcondra,  is  having  a  modern  front  fitted  to  his  phar- 
macy. 

In  the  West  of  Ireland  a  much-admired  new  pharmacy 
front  has  been  completed  for  Mr.  T.  P.  Toher,  M.P.S.I., 
O'Connell  Street,  Sligo. 

Mr.  Robert  A.  Willoughby,  M.P.S.I.,  has  had  a  new 
front  in  black  and  white  fitted  to  his  pharmacy,  the 
Bray  Medical  Hall,  Queensboro  Road,  Bray. 

An  Order  issued  in  Dublin  on  March  13  imposes  a  ta.x 
of  IS.  per  lb.  on  all  honey,  including  artificial  honey, 
imported  into  the  Free  State  on  or  after  March  14,  1934. 

Mr.  P.  Brooke  Kelly,  ex-president  and  a  member  of  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  is  again 
one  of  the  moving  spirits  in  the  forthcoming  annual 
presentation  by  the  Enniscorthy  Musical  and  Operatic 
Society.  In  April  the  Society  are  producing  Lecocq's 
"Madame  Angot,"  in  which  Mr.  Brooke  Kelly  fills  the 
tenor  role  of  Pomponnet. 

At  an  inquest  held  recently  in  Dublin  on«an  unem- 
ployed motor  driver,  it  was  stated  that  he  died  from  the 
effects  of  drinking  a  disinfectant.  The  coroner  said  it 
was  a  great  pity  that  this  and  other  similar  disinfectants 
and  preparations  should  be  sold  in  grocers'  shops,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  sale  should  be  restricted 
to  qualified  chemists'  establishments.  At  present  any 
person  or  any  child  could  go  into  a  grocer's  shop,  pur- 
chase a  tin,  go  outside  and  commit  suicide.  They  had  a 
number  of  cases  of  that  kind  in  the  city. 

Belfast 

Councillor  T.  L.  Cole,  Ph.C,  has  been  appointed  a 
member  of  the  Belfast,  Holywood  and  Castlereagh  Joint 
Sanitary  Board  for  1934- 

A  fine  of  £10,  with  costs,  was  imposed  at  Belfast

Rockview  Street,  for  having  practised  dentistry  without 
being  registered.

A SALE  of  exceptional  scientific  interest  is 
announced  by  Sotheby  &  Co.,  New  Bond  Street, 
London,  W.i,  who  on  April  i6  and  the  two 
following  days  will  dispose  of  the  early  books,  MSS. 
and  so  forth  collected  during  twenty  years  by  Mr.  Lionel 
Hauser  of  Paris.  The  library  consists  mainly  of  works 
on  alchemy  and  allied  subjects,  and  is  probably  by  far 
the  most  complete  of  its  kind  that  has  ever  come  into 
the  market.  The  athanor  shown  in  our  illustration  is 
one  of  the  few  objects  other  than  books  or  MSS.  to  be 
offered  for  sale.    It  is  thus  described  in  the  catalogue.:  — 

"  An  Interesting  Athanor  or  Alchemists'  Digesting 
Furnace,  made  of  a  thick  red  stoneware  covered  with  a  stanni- 
ferous glaze,  of  cylindrical  form  with  numerous  apertures, 
glazed  windows  and  an  opening  surmounted  by  a  seated  figure 
of  a  sphinx,  the  loose  cover  of  dome  shape  enclosing  a 
chimney  ;  on  one  side  moulded  in  relief  is  a  coat  of  arms  (of 
the  family  of  Villevault),  with  a  cherub  supporter  holding  a 
cornucopia  of  Plenty  and  the  Rod  of  /Esculapius,  on  the  other 
side  a  figure,  perhaps  of  Ceres,  17-I  in.,  probably  German, 
i6th-i7th  Century." 

Glancing  through  the  illustrated  catalogue  we  notice 
many  names  long  recognised  as  landmarks  in  alchemy 
and  in  the  wider  sphere  of  chemistry  and  physics. 
Lot  34  is  a  first  edition  of  Elias  Ashmole's  "  Theatrum 
Chemicum  Britannicum."  Lots  38  and  39  are  respec- 
tively a  quarto  and  a  folio  (2  vol.)  of  Avicenna.  Lots  57 
to  65  inclusive  are  MS.  and  books  of  Basilius  Valen- 
tinus.  Lots  270-272  inclusive  are  books  by  J.  B.  van 
Helmont.  Lot  376  is  a  manuscript  containing,  inter 
alia,  drawings  in  colour  of  alchemical  apparatus.  Lots 
419  to  430  inclusive  are  editions  of  works  by  Paracelsus. 
Lots  437  to  444  inclusive  are  chiefly  the  works  of 
the  seventeenth-century  "  Philalethes  Irenaeus,"  whose 
identity  is  even  yet  uncertain.    Lot  474  once  belonged 


to  Sir  Isaac  Newton,  and  contains  a  note  in  his  hand- 
writing.   In  lighter  vein  is  a  manuscript  (Lot  364)  which 


includes  among  its  illustrations  one  showing  a  king 
seated  in  a  warm  bath,  wearing  a  crown.

The  Toilet  Trade 


and  its  development  has  been  described  in 
your  issue  of  March  17  (pp.  310  et  seq.)  in  a  series  of 
paragraphs  by  manufacturers  of  perfumes  and  toilet  pre- 
parations generally  in  a  manner  that  is  novel,  inasmuch 
as,  in  addition  to  the  usual  descriptions  of  particular 
goods,  methods  of  selling  are  given  as  well.  This  innova- 
tion in  marketing  could  well  be  adopted  by  manufac- 
turers of  other  classes  of  goods  sold  by  the  pharmacist. 
Suggested  selling  policies  are  outlined.  Several  manu- 
facturers stress  the  importance  of  linking  up  window  and 
counter  displays  with  the  national  advertising  they 
undertake.  This,  on  the  face  of  it,  is  the  obvious  thing 
to  do  ;  but  the  chemist  is  not  always  to  blame  because 
he  does  not  do  it.  It  happens  sometimes  that  he  is  not 
warned  beforehand  regarding  an  advertisement,  or  a 
series  of  advertisements,  appearing  in  the  national  Press 
or  elsewhere. 

Another  Important  Suggestion 

is  that  in  order  to  develop  a 
toilet  business  it  is  necessary  to  devote  a  certain  part  of 
the  pharmacy  to  the  storage  and  display  of  the  goods. 
The  articles  should  not  be  mixed  up,  as  they  are  occa- 
sionally, with  other  sections  of  the  business.  No  matter 
how  small  the  shop,  the  stock  should  be  kept  in  one 
place.  There  is  also  a  consensus  of  opinion  that  per- 
fumes and  toilet  goods  do  not  sell  themselves ;  they 
require  to  be  in  charge  of  someone  who  not  only  is  a 
salesman  or  saleswoman,  but  who  has,  in  addition,  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  goods  and  their  suitability  to 
the  customer's  needs.  One  other  point  arises  from  my 
own  experience.  A  most  careful  control  must  be  kept  of 
stocks. 


As  You  Suggest 

in  your  editorial  article  (p.  309),  there  are 
' '  verbal  obscurities  ' '  in  the  new  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act  which  may  well  tax  the  skill  of  the  many  barristers 
in  our  calling ;  and  the  specimen  you  give  seems  to  be 
a  suitable  nut  for  them  to  crack.  The  position,  as  I  see 
it,  appears  to  be  that  under  the  old  Act  a  pharmacist 
can  sell  a  poison,  even  if  he  is  not  carrying  on  business. 
Under  the  new  Act  a  pharmacist,  as  such,  is  not  entitled 
to  sell  poisons ;  he  must,  in  addition,  be  running  a  retail 
business  in  the  sale  of  drugs  before  he  can  be  an 
"authorised  seller  of  poisons."  There  are  many  shops 
scattered  through  the  country  the  owners  of  which  are 
pharmacists  who  dispense  N.H.I,  scripts  only  and  do  not 
sell  drugs.  It  would  appear  that  such  may  not  describe 
themselves  as  "chemists  and  druggists,"  etc.;  and  as 
they  may  not  be  "authorised  sellers  of  poisons,"  they 
will  not  be  able  to  carry  on  the  work  they  have  been 
doing.  They  may,  presumably,  be  allowed  to  call  their 
shops  "pharmacies." 

I  See 

that  Mr.  A.  Stephens  wants  to  add  post-graduate 
courses  of  physiology  and  therapeutics  to  our  already 
overburdened  syllabus  (p.  320)  ;  but  I  fear  that  if  and 
when  he  gets  them,  he  will  stiU  not  be  happy.  He  would 
certainly  require  pathology  so  as  to  get  a  knowledge  of 
diseases  ;  and  a  man  such  as  he,  who  already  knows  all 
about  eyes,  should  surely  be  well  up  in  bones  and  joints, 
and  anatomy  would  be  needed  to  equip  him  as  a  bone- 
setter,  which  is  apparently  a  highly  lucrative  calling. 
By  that  time  he  would  be  more  than  half  through  a 
medical  curriculum.

A  Sale  after  the  Closing  Hour. — At  Ramsgate  Police 
Court,  on  March  t2,  Mr.  Ernest  S.  Slack,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Queen  Street,  was  summoned  for  having  served 
a  customer  with  a  safety  razor  after  8  p.m.  on  Febru- 
ary 23.  A  police  officer  said  he  kept  observation  on  the 
premises  and  saw  a  man  enter  and  leave  the  shop. 
Witness  asked  him  to  accompany  him  back  to  the  shop, 
and  told  the  defendant  what  he  had  seen.  The  defen- 
dant said:  "You  sent  him  in.  Dirty  work,  I  call  it." 
The  chairman  of  the  Bench  said  if  the  defendant  now 
felt  that  there  were  no  grounds  for  his  remarks  the 
magistrates  might  take  a  certain  course.  Mr.  Slack 
expressed  his  regret  for  what  he  had  said,  and  the  case 
was  dismissed  on  payment  of  4s.  costs. 

Dispute  over  Trade  Marks. — In  the  Chancery  Divi- 
sion of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  March  20,  Mr. 
Justice  Eve  delivered  a  reserved  judgment  on  the  appli- 
cation he  heard  on  March  6  and  7  by  Parfumerie  J. 
Lesquendieu.  S.A.,  Paris,  for  the  rectification  of  the 
Register  of  Trade  Marks  by  expunging  six  marks  stand- 
ing in  the  name  of  Joseph  Lesquendieu  (C.  &>  D., 
March  10,  p.  260).  His  lordship  said  that,  in  his  opinion, 
when  M.  Lesquendieu  registered  the  marks  he  could  not 
be  regarded  as  having  any  bona-fide  intention  to  use 
them  in  connection  with  the  goods  for  which  they  were 
registered.  It  was  established  that  M.  Lesquendieu 
had  no  bona-fide  claim  to  the  use  of  the  marks.  The 
applicants  were  entitled  to  the  order  they  asked  for.  On 
the  application  of  Mr.  McEwen,  for  M.  Lesquendieu, 
his  lordship  suspended  the  operation  of  the  order  pending 
an  appeal. 

Injunction  Granted. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  March  20,  Mr.  Justice 
Farwell  granted  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  Ever-Ready 
Perfumery  Co.,  Buckland  Road,  Leyton,  from  trading 
in  toilet  requisites  under  its  present  name  or  under  any 
name  calculated  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  it  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  Ever-Ready  Razor  Products,  Ltd., 
Cricklewood  Lane.  N.W.,  and  also  granted  an  injunction 
restraining  the  company  from  passing  off  its  products  as 
the  products  of  the  Ever-Ready  Razor  Products,  Ltd. 
Mr.  K.  E.  Shelley  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs.  The 
defendants  were  not  represented.  Mr.  Shelley  explained 
that  his  clients  were  manufacturers  and  sellers  of  various 
products.  They  had  traded  in  razors  since  1908. 
Recently  there  appeared  on  the  market  an  Ever-Ready 
dental  cream  and  other  goods  bearing  the  name  "  Ever- 
Ready."  though  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture.  Mr. 
Cecil  E.  Drukker,  managing  director  of  the  Ever-Ready 
Razor  Products,  Ltd.,  said  his  company  was  formed  in 
1920  to  take  over  a  previously  established  business. 
Last  year  they  sold  15,000,000  razor  blades.  Mr. 
Benjamin  Dix,  manufacturers'  agent,  said  that  at  first 
he  took  the  Ever-Ready  dental  cream  to  be  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture.  Mr.  J.  E.  Salter,  chemist  and 
druggist,  manager  of  the  New  Oxford  Street  branch  of 
Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd.,  said  he  would  have  understood 
Ever-Ready  to  mean  something  of  the  plaintiffs'  manu- 
facture. Mr.  J.  A.  Jackson,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Farringdon  Street,  E.C.4,  and  Mr.  R.  T.  Hann,  general 
manager  of  R.  Hovenden  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  gave  similar 
evidence.    His  lordship  made  the  order  asked  for. 

False  Trade  Description. — At  Hendon  Police  Court, 
recently,  Mr.  Ernest  Joseph  Spencer,  trading  as  the 
Fenton  Manufacturing  Co.,  Bartlett's  Buildings,  London, 
E.C.I,  was  summoned  at  the  instance  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  for  having  sold  goods  to  which  a  false  trade 
description  was  applied.  Mr.  W.  S.  Bourne  appeared 
for  the  Board  of  Trade  ;  Mr.  John  Buckley  represented 
the  defendant,  and  pleaded  "Not  guilty."  Mr.  Bourne 
said  that  the  defendant  sold  in  December  two  dozen 
powder  puffs  described  as  fur  puffs.  A  description  on 
the  lid  of  the  box  in  which  the  puffs  were  sold  stated 
"Fur  specially  treated  and  refined  for  powdering  uses." 
Mr.  Robert  Davidson,  an  officer  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
gave  evidence  of  purchase,  and  Mr.  Frank  Woodward, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Handel  Parade,  said  he  supplied 


the  previous  witness  with  nine  ' '  Fura ' '  puffs.  Mr. 
L.  C.  Nicholls,  a  Government  analyst,  said  he  had 
examined  one  of  the  puffs.  It  was  composed  of  lamb's 
wool  affixed  to  a  backing  of  cotton  fabric.  Mr.  Henry 
Hafter,  fur  merchant,  said  he  had  had  forty-six  years' 
experience  in  the  trade.  In  his  opinion  the  puffs  were 
not  fur  as  far  as  the  term  "fur"  went  in  the  trade. 
His  definition  of  fur  was  "  the  skin  of  an  animal  with 
its  own  hair  on."  Mr.  Harry  Spalding,  a  company 
director,  with  thirty-eight  years'  experience  in  the  fur 
trade,  said  that  the  puffs  were  not  composed  of  fur. 
For  the  defence  Mr.  Sydney  William  Griffin  said  that 
part  of  his  duty  had  been  to  purchase  powder  puffs  from 
manufacturers.  In  his  trade  the  meaning  attached  to 
fur  had  a  loose  application.  Complaints  had  arisen  about 
possibilities  of  infection  from  skin,  so  they  had  had  to 
put  out  a  puff  with  the  softness  of  fur  with  the  skin 
removed.  In  his  experience  "fur  puff"  was  a  proper 
description  of  the  puffs  before  him.  The  Bench  decided 
to  convict,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  20s.,  with  £3  3s.  costs. 

Unsuccessful  Claim. — In  Croydon  County  Court,  on 
March  20,  Mrs.  Clarice  M.  Kitchener,  Beatrice  Avenue, 
Norbury,  S.W.,  claimed  £25  damages  from  Mr.  A. 
Whiteman,  hairdresser,  London  Road,  Norbury,  and  the 
Crescent  Preparations  Co.,  Ltd.,  Old  Bond  Street,  W.i, 
for  illness  alleged  to  have  been  caused  through  using 
Crescent  Eyelash  Ointment  manufactured  by  the  defen- 
dant company  and  sold  retail  by  Mr.  Whiteman.  The 
plaintiff  said  that  she  bought  a  box  of  the  ointment  at 
Mr.  Whiteman's  for  7s.  6d^  Applications  of  the  ointment 
made  her  sick,  giddy  and  thirsty.  She  saw  Dr.  Robert- 
son, who  sent  her  to  a  specialist.  Dr.  L.  Robertson, 
Thornton  Heath,  giving  evidence,  said  that  when  Mrs. 
Kitchener  described  her  symptoms  he  thought  that  the 
ointment  had  gone  through  the  tear  ducts  of  her  eyes 
into  her  nose  and  throat.  Patricia  Kitchener,  daughter 
of  the  plaintiff,  said  she  used  the  ointment  and  after- 
wards became  very  thirsty  and  had  a  sick  headache. 
For  the  defence,  Mr.  Herbert  Skinner,  Ph.C,  said  he 
had  analysed  some  of  the  ointment  supplied  to  the 
plaintiff.  No  alkaloids  were  present.  There  was  no 
decomposition.  The  discoloration  was  a  physical  charac- 
teristic of  the  vegetable  matter  in  it.  Such  darkening 
was  probably  due  to  air  getting  in.  Ointment  so  dis- 
coloured was  not  less  efficacious  than  the  original  oint- 
ment. There  was  nothing  harmful  in  any  of  the  ingre- 
dients. They  were  taken  medicinally  in  thousands  of 
cases.  The  total  amount  used  by  plaintiff  was  in  medi- 
cinal value  equivalent  to  one  dose  for  a  child.  Mrs. 
Kitchener's  symptoms  sounded  very  much  like  bilious- 
ness, which  could  not  have  been  caused  by  anything  in 
the  ointment.  Mr.  William  E.  C.  Cowie,  managing 
director  of  Crescent  Preparations,  Co.,  Ltd.,  said  h'^ 
personally  made  the  ointment  of  which  that  sold  to 
plaintiff  formed  a  part.  From  the  one  mixing  1,120 
boxes  were  filled.  It  was  supplied  among  others  to  Peter 
Robinson's,  Selfridge's,  Boots',  Harrod's,  and  Taylor's. 
No  other  complaint  of  this  kind  had  been  received.  The 
ointment  was  so  harmless  that  he  had  swallowed  a  whole 
pot.  He  was  willing  in  court  to  eat  the  remaining  portion 
of  that  supplied  to  Mrs.  Kitchener.  The  reason  for  the 
warning  to  use  it  sparingly  at  first  was  that  at  the  outset 
it  might  tickle  the  eyelids,  which,  in  consequence,  might 
be  unconsciously  rubbed  during  sleep.  Over  40,000  boxes 
had  been  sold  in  the  past  few  years.  The  containers  had 
been  tested  and  found  to  be  free  of  anything  likely  to 
prejudice  the  contents.  Dr.  Caldwell  Smith  said  he  had 
seen  the  formula.  Apart  from  a  slight  feeling  of  bitter- 
ness which  some  people  might  get  at  the  back  of  the 
nose,  there  was  nothing  else  that  could  be  attributed  to 
any  of  the  ingredients.  The  only  change  was  one  of 
colour,  but  that  did  not  make  it  in  any  way  harmful. 
"  Her  symptoms,"  said  witness,  "  are  very  suggestive  of 
gastric  influenza  that  was  going  about  at  that  time.  It 
seems  inconceivable  that  any  of  the  ingredients  could 
have  caused  such  an  upset."  The  judge,  interposing, 
said  he  did  not  want  to  hear  any  more  evidence.  He 
gave  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs.

Mr.  Tallantyre  had  been  associated  with  us  for  more 
than  half  a  century.  He  was  well  known,  especially  in 
Liverpool,  and  won  the  respect  of  all  those  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact.  After  reviewing  the  accounts  and 
the  improved  results  of  the  year's  trading  and  substan- 
tial increase  in  profits,  the  chairman  referred  to  the 
increase  in  sales  of  biological  and  chemical  specialities, 
pointing  out  that  this  is  a  new  development  to  which 
the  company  have  devoted  much  of  their  attention  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years.

C.  R.  Marker  Stagg  and  Morgan,  Ltd.,  lateEmmott 
Street,  Mile  End,  E.i,  manufacturing  chemists.  In 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Companies  Act, 
1929,  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  the  above  was  held 
recently  at  Anderton's  Hotel,  Fleet  Street,  E.G. 4.  The 
meeting  had  been  called  in  order  that  the  liquidator  of 
the  company  could  present  a  report  of  his  receipts  and 
payments  since  his  appointment  on  April  26,  1932.  Mr. 
Booth  said  that  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  as 
liquidator  of  the  company  a  receiver  was  in  possession 
of  the  assets  under  a  mortgage  to  the  bank,  whose  claim 
amounted  to  £64,000.  Prior  to  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  the  bank  had  talien  possession  of  the  company's 
assets  under  their  charge  and  had  contracted  to  dispose 
of  the  building,  leases,  plant  and  machinery,  fixtures  and 
fittings,  trade  utensils,  motor  vans  and  car  and  stock  for 
a  total  sum  of  £49,516,  and  that  sum,  in  addition  to 
£845  6s.  7d.,  which  stood  to  the  credit  of  the  company's 
account,  made  a  total  sum  of  £50,361  6s.  7d.  In  addi- 
tion to  those  assets,  there  was  due  to  the  company  book 
debts  amounting  to  £16,901  los.  5d.;  money  due  on 
loan  accounts,  £1,687  i6s.  iid.;  and  investments,  £1,225. 
After  the  receiver's  appointment  he  realised  the  sum 
of  £16,168  9s.  8d.,  of  which  he  paid  the  bank 
£13,638  13s.  5d.,  which,  together  with  the  previous  sum 
realised  by  them,  represented  the  amount  of  their  claim 
under  the  charge  referred  to.  In  addition,  the  receiver 
made  payments  in  respect  of  salaries  and  commission, 
legal  expenses,  mortgage  interest,  sundry  expenses  and 
his  own  remuneration,  leaving  a  balance  in  hand  of 
£787  19s.  lod.,  of  which  £600  was  paid  to  Mr.  Booth, 
the  balance  being  retained  subject  to  a  possible  claim 
in  respect  of  income  tax.  The  total  unsecured  liabili- 
ties amounted  to  £11,874  15s.  id.  There  had  to  be 
discharged  second  debentures  for  a  capital  sum  of  £1,500. 
which  with  interest  amounted  to  £1,702  los.  The  credi- 
tors would,  therefore,  appreciate  the  distribution  likely 
to  be  made  would  be  only  a  small  one.  Mr.  Booth 
added  that  the  second  debenture  holders  had  not  ap- 
pointed a  receiver,  and  that  money  would  have  to  be 
paid  before  a  distribution  could  be  made  to  the  unse- 
cured creditors.  After  the  amount  was  paid  to  the 
second  debenture  holders,  it  would  leave  a  figure  of

Thanks  for  Gifts 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Storey,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Connor,  the  thanks  of  the  Society  were  ordered  to  be

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  forwarded 
a  list  of  dental  practitioners  in  the  area  erased  from  the 
Register  in  January  1934.  It  was  stated  that  some  of 
the  names  erased  might  since  have  been  restored,  and 
it  was  decided  to  forward  the  list  to  the  Ulster  Retail 
Drug  Trade  Association  for  their  information. 

Apprenticeship 

The  secretary  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Asso- 
ciation wrote  stating  that  ' '  in  order  to  ascertain  the 
views  of  the  trade  regarding  the  matter  of  indentures, 
a  circular  letter  and  form  of  questionnaire  was  sent  out 
to  every  licensed  pharmaceutical  chemist,  as  per  the 
Register  for  1933.  It  had  been  found  impossible  to  send 
the  letter  out  earlier  than  Wednesday,  14th  inst.,  and 
therefore  a  further  period  of  extension  would  be  very 
much  appreciated  as,  obviously,  it  could  not  be  expected 
that  the  replies  would  not  be  received  in  time  to  prepare 
any  information  for  their  Council  at  to-day's  meeting." 

The  secretary  of  the  Society  read  the  circular,  the 
principal  passages  of  which  are  as  follows:  — 

It  is  claimed  that  official  indentures,  recognised  and  regis- 
tered by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  provide  the  only  means 
of  controlling  the  number  of  apprentices  entering  tlie  profes- 
sion without  limiting  the  amount  of  available  material  from 
which  they  are  drawn. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  feared  that  any  form  of  compul- 
sory official  indentures  means  more  bureaucratic  control,  and 
regulations  under  the  official  indentures  may  be  introduced  at 
any  time,  taking  powers  for  the  inspection  of  premises,  etc. 

Raising  the  educational  standard  alone  improves  the  quality 
and  limits  the  available  material  but  does  not  control  the 
influx  or  absorption  of  that  material.  .  .  .  Under  an  indenture 
scheme  each  employer  could  be  allotted  a  quota  based  on  the 
total  of  his  stafi,  but  there  is  no  guarantee  that  a  regulation 
will  be  introduced  providing  for  such  limitation.   The  Council 


of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  adopted  a  form  of  indenture 
(copy  enclosed)  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  U.R.D.T.A.,  does  not  contain  certain  essential 
safeguards,  such  as  the  inclusion  of  clauses  dealing  with  the 
determination  of  the  indentures  should  the  apprentice  prove 
unsatisfactory.  The  limitation  of  liability  for  wages  during 
prolonged  illness.  The  transfer  of  indentures  from  one  em- 
ployer to  another  should  the  necessity  for  such  arise.  Further, 
our  Committee  is  very  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  limitation 
of  apprentices,  which  is  so  very  necessary,  should,  and  could, 
have  been  dealt  with  simultaneously  with  the  introduction  of 
indentures.    [See  also  p.  323.] 

Mr.  Storey  moved  that  the  matter  be  postponed  till 
April  6,  so  that  when  the  reply  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug 
Trade  Association  was  received  there  would  be  time  to 
convene  a  meeting  of  the  Law  Committee,  if  necessary, 
before  the  next  Council  meeting.  The  resolution  was 
agreed  to.

Drugs  Ads 

Notes  of  an  address  delivered  before  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association  on 
March  1  4,  by  Mr.  William  Johnston,  Ph.C,  formerly  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association 


IN  introducing  his  subject,  Mr.  Johnston  remarked 
that  to  him  the  Acts  had  a  special  interest,  in 
that  the  first  Act  was  passed  in  1874 — the  year 
when  he  commenced  his  apprenticeship.  In  his  opinion 
the  Act  was  needed,  and  it  had  proved  a  great  boon  to 
the  public.  When  the  Acts  had  been  administered  with 
prudence  and  discretion  they  had  been  appreciated  by  all 
parties.  That  such  wisdom  in  administration  had  not 
always  been  practised,  however,  was  apparent  from  a 
perusal  of  the  trade  papers  from  1874  onwards,  and  from 
personal  knowledge  of  CD. A.  defences  since  1900.  Mr. 
Johnston  made  appreciative  reference  to  the  work  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Trade  Association  in  the  final 
twenty  years  of  last  century.  This  useful  body  success- 
fully conducted  many  defences,  yet,  surprisingly 
enough,  by  the  end  of  the  century  the  Association  had 
nearly  ceased  to  exist. 

A  favourite  article  in  early  prosecutions  was  pepper, 
and  there  was  no  doubt  that  attention  was  needed,  for  it 
was  adulterated  with  a  wonderful  variety  of  foreign  sub- 
stances. Much  laughter  was  caused  in  one  of  the  early 
pepper  cases  when  the  defence  ordered  some  genuine 
peppercorns  to  be  ground  and  portions  sent  to  about  a 
dozen  public  analysts.  Half  of  these  subsequently  re- 
ported that  the  samples  were  adulterated.  There  were, 
of  course,  brilliant  exceptions  to  these  mediocrities. 
During  the  struggles  in  court  in  these  and  later  years 
the  attendance  of  experts  was  often  necessary.  A  case 
in  point  was  the  so-called  "  alum  in  bread."  In  this  it 
had  to  be  shown  on  several  occasions  that  alumina  in 
some  form  was  a  natural  ingredient  in  some  foreign 
wheats.    The  summonses  were  dismissed. 

Drug  Prosecutions 

The  first  reported  case  of  a  drug  prosecution  concerned 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre.  Apparently  at  that  time  the 
analysts  paid  no  attention  to  the  ethyl  nitrite  content. 
The  sample  had  been  made  from  the  obsolete  London 
Pharmocopoeia  formula,  and  the  complaint  was  that 
the  specific  gravity  was  wrong.  The  magistrate,  after 
hearing  the  defendant's  able  defence,  gave  him  the 
verdict.  Among  drug  prosecutions,  the  most  strenuously 
defended  were  those  connected  with  milk  of  sulphur. 
Sometimes  the  defences  were  successful,  sometimes  other- 
wise. Time  after  time  it  had  to  be  shown  that  the 
public  preferred  the  calcareous  variety  because  it  mixed 
more  easily  with  water.  In  the  B.P.  of  i8g8  milk  of 
sulphur  was  first  given  as  a  synonym  for  the  pure  preci- 
pitated sulphur,  and  the  trouble  gradually  died  down. 
Another  controversial  topic  was  soda  water,  some  wise- 
acres maintaining  that  the  B.P.  preparation  was  the 
one  to  sell.  Defendants,  however,  usually  succeeded  in 
proving  that  such  a  sample  was  too  "  soapy  "  in  taste 
and  unacceptable  to  their  customers.  The  summonses 
for  insufficient  soda  were  nearly  all  dismissed.  Mr. 
Johnston  recalled  some  queer  cases  of  ginger  adultera- 
tion ;  two  samples  contained  33  per  cent,  plaster  of 
Paris,  and  one  contained  flour,  pepper  and  turmeric  and 
very  little  ginger.  One  curiosity  in  the  Bradford  court 
was  a  well-known  brand  of  ginger  ale.  The  complaint 
was  that  it  contained  no  ginger  and  that  it  was  not  ale. 
After  a  long  fight  this  fantastic  summons  was  dismissed. 

A  fine  was  inflicted  in  1877  for  the  sale  of  balsam  of 
copaiba,  adulterated  with  80  per  cent,  of  linseed  oil. 
Penalties  under  the  Act  for  refusing  to  sell  to  the  in- 
spectors began  to  come  before  the  courts,  and  one  gentle- 
man in  Belfast  was  fined  for  refusing.  An  interesting 
tincture  of  rhubarb  case  came  before  the  courts  in  1889. 
The  case  was  very  ably  defended,  with  the  result  that 
it  was  dismissed.    The  first  prescription  case  came  into 


court  in  the  same  year,  and  was  defended  by  Mr.  Beck. 
There  was  only  a  small  deficiency,  and  Mr.  Beck  suc- 
ceeded in  having  the  summons  dismissed.  In  1890 
came  the  first  paregoric  without  opium  case  ;  the  grocer 
vendor  paid  £1.  Prescription  summonses  were  by  now 
coming  along  fairly  often.  One  chemist  had  to  pay  £\ 
for  using  tap  water — by  accident  no  doubt.  Another 
used  a  14-oz.  bottle  instead  of  a  12  oz.,  which  cost  hirn 
I2..  Another  incautious  gentleman  erred  in  the  ofKef 
direction  and  put  his  materials  into  an  8  oz.  instead  of 
a  12  oz.,  but  he  was  luckier  than  the  other — his  summons 
was  dismissed. 

In  this  year  there  was  a  big  raid  in  a  Midland  city, 
samples  of  various  drags,  both  separate  and  in  mixtures, 
being  taken.  The  forty  samples  yielded  four  fines.  In 
Birmingham,  a  saffron  case  came  into  court — the  sample 
contained  55  per  cent,  of  dyed  calendula  florets.  The 
cases  during  the  next  ten  years  were  mostly  of  a  similar 
nature,  with  camphorated  oils  and  sweet  nitres  galore. 
During  that  decade  and  the  next,  camphorated  oil 
headed  the  list  as  to  frequency  of  prosecution,  and  sweet 
nitre  came  either  second  or  third. 

Founding  of  the  CD. A. 

A  lime  water  case  occurred  in  1898  which  had  far- 
reaching  results  so  far  as  retail  pharmacists  were  con- 
cerned. At  Poplar  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  was  summoned 
and  fined  for  defective  lime  water.  The  incident  made 
him  feel  the  need  of  a  defence  association  as  nothing 
else  could,  and  the  founding  of  the  CD. A.  by  him  in 
1899  was  the  direct  result.  It  was  common,  knowledge, 
remarked  Mr.  Johnston,  what  a  boon  it  had  been  to 
chemists  in  business  ever  since.  The  cases  which  figured 
in  these  notes  were  mostly  cases  which  had  passed 
through  the  hands  of  the  CD. A.  The  Association's  first 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  defence  was  a  Nottingham  one — 
for  the  sale  of  tincture  of  opium.  Technical  objection 
was  taken  to  the  wording  of  the  certificate,  and  the 
summons  was  dismissed.  The  Association  financed  an 
appeal  to  the  High  Court  in  1900  on  the  division  of  the 
sample  by  the  inspector  at  the  time  of  the  purchase. 
Justices  Darling  and  Bucknell  gave  a  ruling  which  h^s 
been  often  quoted  since,  that  separate  articles  (in  this 
instance  twopenny  bottles  of  camphorated  oil)  must  be 
mixed  together  and  then  divided  into  three  portions,  or, 
in  the  alternative,  each  portion  must  be  divided  into 
three,  and  a  third  of  each  left  with  the  defendant. 

In  the  same  year  the  CD. A.  had  its  first  sweet  nitre 
case.  By  that  time  the  ethyl  nitrite  standard  was  in 
use.  An  able  defence  was  put  up  by  Mr.  Beck  and 
expert  witnesses,  with  the  result  that  it  was  eventually 
dismissed  on  payment  of  costs.  Two  very  heavy  fines 
were  inflicted  in  the  same  year  in  a  London  court  for 
the  sale  of  effervescent  phosphate  of  soda  containing 
9  gr.  of  arsenic  per  pound.  Notwithstanding  the  fa'^t 
that  arsenic  was  not  named  amongst  the  forbidden  im- 
purities in  sodium  phosphate  in  the  i8g8  B.P.,  and  in 
spite  of  a  painstaking  defence,  each  defendant  had  to 
P^y  /15  5s.  in  fine  and  costs.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
century  there  was  a  Food  and  Drugs  Act  case  in  some 
part  of  the  country  almost  daily  and  the  CD. A.  got 
plenty  of  work  to  do. 

It  was  in  1901  that  the  famous  "  mercury  ointment 
appeal  "  was  dgcided,  when  it  was  ruled  that  when  a 
medicine  was  asked  for  under  its  B.P.  name  that  was 
prirna-facie  evidence  that  the  B.P.  quality  and  kind  was 
demanded,  and  that  that  was  the  kind  which  must  be 
supplied,  unless  labelled  to  the  contrary,  and  with  cus- 
tomer's consent.  This  judgment  had  been  a  guiding  one 
for  magistrates  all  over  the  country  ever  since.

NiDD. — At  5  Yarburgh  Street,  Whalley  Range,  Man- 
chester, on  March  15,  Mr.  John  Henry  Nidd,  chemist 
and  druggist,  aged  sixty-six.  Mr.  Nidd  was  apprenticed 
at  Boston,  and  commenced  business  in  Manchester 
shortly  after  qualifying  in  1891.  For  nearly  forty  years 
he  had  a  pharmacy  in  Rochdale  Road  ;  four  years  ago 
he  disposed  of  it  and  took  the  business  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Miller.  In  1916  Mr.  Nidd  was  appointed  to  represent 
chemists  on  the  Manchester  Insurance  Committee,  and 
two  years  later  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Man- 
chester Pharmaceutical  Association.  On  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  F.  W.  Bates  from  the  chairmanship  of  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  he  succeeded  him  in  that 
office:  he  was  later  persuaded  to  become  secretary.  Mr. 
Nidd  was  for  a  lengthy  period  a  member  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Executive  and  chairman  of  the 
local  branch  of  the  Union ;  and  in  his  leisure  he  played 
golf,  serving  a  term  of  office  as  captain  of  the  Manchester 
Pharmacists'  Golfing  Society.  A  sound  man  of  business, 
Mr.  Nidd  was  much  respected  by  his  colleagues.  He 
leaves  a  widow,  a  son  and  three  daughters.  The  inter- 
ment took  place  at  the  Southern  Cemetery  on  March  19, 
after  a  service  at  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Whalley  Range.

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The  New  Methylafed  Spirits  Bill 

The  Methylated  Spirits  (Sale  by  Retail)  Bill  which 
is  due  to  come  up  for  second  reading  on  Friday 
of  this  week  has  a  special  interest  for  chemists 
because  of  the  large  number  of  them  who  hold 
licences  to  retail  methylated  spirits.  The  Bill  applies 
only  to  the  type  of  methylated  spirits  known  as 
mineralised,  the  composition  of  which  is  stated  on 
p.  285  of  the  C.  6-  D.  Diary,  1934.  Under  the  law 
as  it  is  at  present  a  licence  can  be  obtained  by  anyone 
on  application  to  the  Customs  and  Excise  authorities 
and  on  payment  of  5s.  annually.  But,  for  the  purpose 
of  safeguarding  the  revenue  from  spirits,  the  hcence 
cannot  be  granted  to  a  distiller  or  rectifier  or  to 
anyone  licensed  to  retail  beer,  spirits,  wine  or  sweets 
for  consumption  on  the  premises.  The  holder  of 
the  licence  is  only  so  far  restricted  as  to  receipt  and 
sales  that  he  cannot :  (a)  receive  or  have  in  his 
possession  at  any  one  time  a  greater  quantity  of  the 
spirits  than  200  gallons;  or  (b)  receive  the  spirits 
from  a  retailer  of  methylated  spirits  in  any  quantity 
exceeding  four  gallons  at  a  time ;  or  (c)  sell  to  or  for 
the  use  of  any  one  person  more  than  four  gallons  of 
the  spirits  at  a  time.  The  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  have  power  to  require  every  licensed 
retailer  of  methylated  spirits  to  keep  a  stock  book 
showing  particulars  of  his  receipts  of  spirits  into 
stock,  whence  he  has  obtained  them,  and  the  sales, 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  to  whom 
sold. 

The  Purpose  of  the  Bill 

The  object  of  the  new  Bill  is  to  prevent  as  far  as 
possible  the  use,  already  prohibited  by  law,  of  the 
spirits  as  a  beverage ;  and  this  is  intended  to  be 
effected  by  making  the  spirits  inaccessible  to  those 
who  would  be  likely  to  drink  them.  The  precautions 
proposed  in  the  measure,  whether  they  succeed  or 
fail,  are  at  all  events  interesting.  Provision  is  made 
for  the  establishment  of  new  licensing  tribunals 
without  the  consent  of  one  of  which  no  excise  licence 
to  retail  methylated  spirits  is  for  the  future  to  be 
granted.  The  tribunal  is  given  power  by  the  Bill 
to  refuse  a  licence  "  for  any  sufficient  reason,"  but 
subject,  it  must  be  said,  to  a  right  of  appeal  by 
anyone  aggrieved  to  a  court  of  summary  jurisdiction 
in  England  or  to  a  sheriff  court  in  Scotland.  It  is 
worthy  of  note  that  the  tribunal  is  quite  distinct 
from  the  ordinary  licensing  court.  By  reference  to 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  it  appears  that 
the  courts  which  will  be  empowered  to  grant  licences 
are  to  be  :  For  London,  within  the  City,  the  Common 
Council;  as  regards  any  other  part  of  London,  the 
council  of  the  metropolitan  borough ;  elsewhere,  as 
respects  a  county,  the  council  of  the  county ;  and  as 
respects  a  county  borough,  the  council  of  the  borough. 
Each  such  authority  is  to  keep  a  Hst  of  the  persons 
entitled  to  apply  for  and  hold  the  excise  licence  to 


retail  methylated  spirits,  and  it  is  only  while  his 
name  appears  on  this  list  that  anyone  can  obtain 
the  licence.  If  any  person  whose  name  appears  on 
the  list  is  convicted  before  any  court  of  any  criminal 
offence,  the  court  may,  as  part  of  the  sentence,  order 
his  name  to  be  removed  from  the  list  and  direct  that 
he  shall,  for  such  period  as  may  be  specified  in  the 
order,  be  disqualified  for  having  his  name  entered 
on  any  authority's  list. 

Defails  of  the  Proposals 

Certain  restrictions  are  imposed  by  the  Bill  upon 
the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  by  licensed  retailers. 

(1)  The  bottle  or  other  vessel  in  which  the  spirits 
are  sold  must  bear  a  label  specifying  the  name  of 
the  seller  and  the  premises  on  which  they  are  sold ; 

(2)  the  seller  must  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  spirits 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  an  entry  in  a  book  kept 
for  that  purpose  stating  {a)  the  date  of  the  sale, 
(b)  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  (c)  the 
quantity  of  the  spirits  sold,  and  (d)  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  stated  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required ; 

(3)  either  the  purchaser  must  affix  his  signature  to 
the  entry  in  the  book  or  the  seller  must  before  making 
delivery  of  the  spirits  have  received  an  order  signed 
by  the  purchaser  specifying  his  address,  the  quantity 
of  the  spirits  to  be  purchased,  and  the  purpose  for 
which  they  are  required ;  the  seller  must  be  reasonably 
satisfied  that  the  signature  to  the  order  is  the  signature 
of  the  person  purporting  to  sign  it,  and  the  seller  is 
to  enter  in  the  place  in  the  book  reserved  for  the 
signature  of  the  purchaser  the  words  "  signed  order." 
The  Bill  also  lays  down  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
to  sell  by  retail  methylated  spirits  to  any  person 
under  the  age  of  fourteen,  sale  "  by  retail  "  being 
defined  by  the  Bill  as  meaning  any  quantity  not 
exceeding  four  gallons.  The  Bill  has  obviously  been 
drafted  with  incomplete  regard  to  the  present  state 
of  the  law,  although  the  crudities  of  the  measure  can 
be  remedied  if  and  when  it  arrives  at  the  committee 
stage.  One  or  two  of  these  may  perhaps  be  usefully 
noticed.  The  Bill  is  intended,  apparently,  to  apply 
to  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland,  as  no  exception  to  the  territorial  purview  of 
the  measure  is  expressed  in  it ;  and  there  are  manifest 
and  irreconcilable  differences  between  its  text  and 
that  of  the  Acts  of  1923  and  1927  which  lay  down 
the  law  as  to  the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  in  Northern 
Ireland.  One  instance  of  this  may  suffice.  Under 
the  law  in  Northern  Ireland  methylated  spirits  may 
not  be  sold  to  any  person  under  eighteen  years  of 
age ;  the  Bill  fixes  this  age  at  fourteen,  but  without 
providing  for  any  express  amendment  of  the  existing 
law.  Then,  too,  the  draftsman  can  hardly  have  had 
before  his  mind  the  fact  that  as  the  law  now  stands 
a  licensed  retailer  of  methylated  spirits,  although 
ordinarily  restricted  to  selhng  only  the  mineralised 
variety  of  the  spirits,  may  also  receive  upon  the  same 
premises  the  industrialised  kind  for  purposes  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
The  Bill  must  be  looked  upon  with  interest  by 
everyone  who  desires  the  suppression  of  an  evil 
practice.  Whether  it  is  the  only  or  even  the  best 
remedy  for  the  evil  we  need  not  at  the  moment 
consider. 
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Duties  on  Crude  Drugs 

The  publication  this  week  of  a  Treasury  Order  authoris- 
ing the  exclusion  of  dried  crude  drugs  in  the  form  of 
leaves,  plants,  roots  or  flowers  from  liability  to 
the  heavy  specific  duties  in  force  in  respect  of  fresh  cut 
flowers,  foliage  and  other  horticultural  produce,  although 
belated,  will  be  welcomed  by  the  drug  trade.  The  duties 
payable  on  these  classes  of  goods  by  the  drug  trade  have 
been  put  back  to  the  general  level  of  lo  per  cent.  There 
is,  however,  a  point  of  doubt  that  arises  out  of  the  word- 
ing of  the  Treasury  Order,  which  states  ..."  used 
solely  for  the  manufacture  of  drugs  and  medicines." 
It  would  not  be  politic,  neither  is  it  necessary,  for  us  to 
make  any  observation  on  this  limitation.  We  are,  how- 
ever, afraid  that  in  due  course  this  restrictive  clause  may 
provide  an  opportunity  for  Customs  to  query  and  hold 
up  a  number  of  consignments  of  merchandise  that  are 
acknowledged  commodities  of  the  drug  trade,  but  which 
no  one  can  possibly  guarantee  at  the  time  of  importation 
that  they  will  ultimately  be  used  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned. In  attempting  to  clear  up  one  blunder  which  has 
badly  impeded  the  trade,  caused  the  loss  of  a  substantial 
amount  of  re-export  business  and  involved  the  payment 
of  excessive  rates  of  duties  for  some  months,  the  new 
Order  now  issued  seems  likely  to  lead  to  further  trouble. 

Why  a  Distinction  ? 

We  suggest  that  the  rate  of  duty  to  be  levied  on 
commodities  (particularly,  as  in  the  cases  of  crude 
drugs,  which  it  is  admitted  cannot  be  grown  here  in 
commercial  quantities)  should  not  be  affected  by  the 
purpose  for  which  they  may  ultimately  be  used,  even  if 
it  was  known  at  tlie  time  of  importation.  As  we  pointed 
out  in  our  editorial  comments  (C.  &-.  D.,  December  2, 
1933,  p.  676,  and  February  24,  p.  215),  the  demand  oy 
Customs  for  payment  of  the  higher  rates  of  duty  on  crude 
drugs  under  the  horticultural  products  Order  was  due 
entirely  to  a  difference  between  the  intentions  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  and  Customs  interpretation.  At  the 
time  the  higher  rates  of  duties  were  claimed  they  were 
inflicted  on  all  imports  of  the  crude  drugs  in  question. 
The  issue  of  the  amending  Order  is,  in  effect,  an  admission 
that  a  mistake  was  made  ;  then  why  introduce  this  quite 
unnecessary  and  illogical  reservation  as  to  ultimate  use 
of  the  commodities?  We  shall  watch  the  position  with 
some  interest  and  shall  not  hesitate  to  support  the  com- 
mercial interests  in  the  drug  trade  should  the  necessity 
arise.  It  is  some  satisfaction  to  us  that  the  editorial  com 
ments  referred  to  above  and  the  Resolution  of  Protest 
passed  at  last  week's  drug  auction  (p.  319)  appears  to 
have  had  some  effect  on  the  authorities. 

Medical  and  Dental  Registers 

The  Medical  Register  for  the  year  1934  has  just  been 
issued  (21s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  10  and  12  Orange 
Street,  London,  W.C.2)  by  the  General  Medical  Council. 
The  total  number  of  names  contained  in  the  Register  (on 
December  31,  1933)  is  56,741,  an  increase  of  645  on  the 
number  at  the  end  of  1932  and  of  1,020  on  the  average 
of  the  last  five  years.  Registrations  during  the  year 
number  1,543  ;  this  figure  is  two  less  than  in  the  previous 
year,  but  41  more  than  the  average  for  the  past  five 
years.  The  names  of  962  medical  men  have  disappeared 
from  the  Register  during  1933  (no  less  than  the  average 
for  the  past  five  years).  The  usual  legal,  statistical  and 
other  information  is  included  in  the  volume.  The 
Dentists  Register  for  1934,  also  issued  by  the  General 
Medical  Council  (12s.,  Constable  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  contains 
14,425  names  (14,528  in  the  previous  year),  of  which 
7,373  are  registered  with  medical,  surgical  or  dental 
qualifications,  and  the  remainder  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Dentists  Acts,  1878  and  192 1.  During  the  past 
twelve  months  283  persons  have  been  registered  with 
qualifications  and  five  under  the  Dentists  Act,  192 1. 
In  addition,  six  Colonial  and  two  foreign  names  have  been 
added.  The  number  of  names  removed  from  the  Register 
is  652.^  The  Local  List  at  the  end  of  the  volume  gives 
under  town  headings  the  names  of  the  dentists  prac- 
tising in  each  place.    An  inset  in  this  Register  contains 


a  list  of  bodies  corporate  carrying  on  the  business  of 
dentistry  on  January  r,  1934,  and  of  directors  of  such 
bodies.  The  Lists  of  Medical  and  Dental  Students 
Registered  during  the  year  1933  show  that  2,287  per- 
sons have  during  the  twelve  months  been  registered  in 
the  United  Kingdom  as  medical  students,  and  383  per- 
sons as  dental  students.  These  figures  are  increases  of 
340  and  61  respectively  on  the  corresponding  returns 
for  the  previous  year. 


Prescription  Problem 

THE  prescription  given  for  transcription  in  our  issue 
of  March  10  (p.  262)  brought  a  smaller  response 
than  usual.  We  are  not  sure  whether  this 
circumstance  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
prescription  was  written  in  French  ;  if  it  is,  we  can  only 
regret  that  more  of  our  readers  did  not  attempt  a  solu- 
tion, as  it  is  obvious  that  a  French  prescription  may  at 
any  time  be  handed  over  the  counter  of  a  British  phar- 
macy for  dispensing.  The  correct  transcription  is  as

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Pharmaceutical  Sociely  of  Great  Britain 

London  Evening  Meeting 


The  fifth  London  evening  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  last  of  the  present  session,  was  held  on 
March  13  at  i7BIoomsbury  Square,  to  hear  an  address  on 
the  revision  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  by  the 
editor  of  the  new  edition,  Mr.  C.  E.  Corfield,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,  Ph.C.  His  survey  was  illustrated  with  lantern 
slides  showing  specimen  pages  of  the  new  Codex.  The 
work  is  to  be  published  on  July  i  next.  The  audience 
included  Dr.  C.  H.  Hampshire,  chainnan  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference. 

The  President  (Mr.  John  Keall),  in  opening  the  pro- 
ceedings, said  that  the  speaker  needed  no  introduction 
in  that  place,  for  he  had  a  long  record  of  fine  work  for 
the  Society,  and  some  of  his  earlier  distinctions  were  to 
be  found  among  the  lists  of  prize-winners  inscribed  on 
the  walls  of  the  examination  room.  He  asked  Mr. 
Corfield  to  address  them  on 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex :  Some  Notes 
on  its  Revision 

[Abstract] 

The  first  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  was  produced 
in  1907.  Four  years  later  the  second  Codex  was  pub- 
lished. In  1915  a  supplement  was  produced  embodying 
the  principal  changes  made  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1914.  In  1922  a  supplement  relating  to  surgical  dress- 
ings was  added,  and  the  third  Codex,  embodying  these 
supplements,  is  the  volume  still  in  use,  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1923.  During  the  eleven  years 
which  have  elapsed  changes  of  considerable  magnitude 
have  occurred  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  in  science 
and  medicine  generally. 

Many  additional  chemical  substances  have  been 
described,  new  monographs  have  been  added  on  certain 
vegetable  products  and  animal  substances,  many  new 
formulas  have  been  devised  or  selected  for  inclusion, 
and,  by  the  application  of  more  modern  scientific  prin- 
ciples, a  large  number  of  existing  formulas  have  been 
considerably  improved.  The  addition  of  so  much  new 
matter  has  necessitated  drastic  modification  of  the 
information  given  previously  on  many  substances  which 
are  seldom,  if  ever,  used  in  present-day  pharmaceutical 
practice.  In  order  to  retain  information  which  might 
occasionally  be  required,  many  of  these  substances  have 
been  described  in  subsidiary  monographs  in  smaller  type. 
The  book  will  be  divided  into  four  parts.  Part  I  will 
consist  of  monographs  on  chemical  substances  and  drugs 
of  vegetable  and  animal  origin.  Part  II  will  contain 
monographs  on  surgical  dressings  and  the  basic  vegetable 
and  animal  fibres  used  in  their  manufacture.  Part  III 
will  contain  the  galenical  and  other  preparations  of  the 
Codex  and  correspond  to  the  Formulary  section  of 
the  previous  volume.  Part  IV  will  be  composed  of 
appendices  containing  tables,  general  tests,  reagents, 
methods  of  sterilisation,  a  pharmacological  index, 
description  of  proprietary  trade  names,  etc.  The  mono- 
graphs of  the  separate  parts  will  be  arranged,  as  for- 
merly, in  alphabetical  order  under  Latinised  names,  with 
English  equivalents  and  synonyms,  and  abbreviations 
of  the  full  Latin  names  as  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
1932- 

Standards 

One  of  the  principal  features  of  the  new  book  is  the 
inclusion  of  a  series  of  requirements  and  tests  under  the 
heading  of  "  Standard,"  which  provides  for  manufac- 
turers, producers,  and  all  engaged  in  the  preparation  of 
medicaments  a  more  uniform  standard  than  has  been 
available  hitherto  for  compounds  and  preparations  not 
included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts  require  a  drug  to  be  of  the  nature, 
substance  and  quality  demanded  by  the  purchaser,  but 


provide  no  standard  by  which  the  quality  is  to  be  deter- 
mined. In  their  search  for  a  standard  the  Courts  have 
turned  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  which  has  become 
a  presumptive  standard  for  the  articles  contained  in  it. 
It  is  the  intention  to  provide  in  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  standards  which  may  be  useful  to  the 
Courts  for  substances  not  included  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

The  sections  of  the  monographs  on  vegetable  drugs 
dealing  with  microscopical  characters  have  been  ampli- 
fied, and  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  provision 
of  diagnostic  characters  by  which  the  drugs  may  be 
identified  with  greater  certainty,  especially  when  they 
occur  in  the  crushed  or  powdered  form.  Information 
concerning  different  varieties  occurring  in  commerce 
and  the  description  of  commonly  occurring  substitutes 
have  been  collected  into  separate  paragraphs,  and 
thereby  made  more  accessible.  The  situation  regarding 
powdered  drugs  has  received  careful  consideration,  and, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  vegetable  drug  in  powder  can 
seldom  be  examined  quantitatively  for  the  proportion 
of  foreign  or  other  organic  matter  present,  a  separate 
paragraph  has  been  added  in  the  case  of  many  of  the 
more  important  crude  drugs  frequently  met  with  in 
commerce  in  the  powdered  state. 

Therapeutic  notes  which  formerly  were  included  in 
the  summary  of  the  preparations  at  the  ends  of  the 
monographs  have,  where  it  has  been  thought  useful  to 
retain  them,  been  transferred  to  the  "  Action  and  Uses  " 
section,  and  notes  concerning  modern  pharmaceutical 
methods  have  in  many  instances  been  added,  such  as 
methods  by  which  solutions  and  suspensions  for  admini- 
stration by  injection  may  be  prepared  and  sterilised. 
References  to  other  substances  having  a  somewhat 
similar  action,  but  which  differ  in  composition  from  the 
substance  of  the  monograph,  no  longer  appear  in  this 
section.  The  descriptions  of  the  properties  of  such  sub- 
stances appear  in  the  form  of  subsidiary  monographs  or, 
where  they  are  met  with  under  proprietary  trade  names, 
in  an  appendix.  Doses  are  expressed  both  in  the  metric 
and  imperial  systems.  In  the  former  system,  weights 
are  given  in  multiples  or  fractions  of  a  millilitre,  it  being 
considered  no  longer  advantageous  or  convenient  to  use 
terms  such  as  ' '  decigram  "  or  to  continue  the  use  of  the 
"mil,"  since  the  latter  has  been  now  almost  entirely 
discarded  for  other  pharmaceutical  purposes  and  has  not 
been  found  acceptable  for  general  scientific  purposes.  It 
has  not  been  deemed  advisable  or  considered  necessary  to 
include  preparations  from  foreign  pharmacopoeias, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  Codex 
now  contain  all  such  preparations  which  the  medical 
practitioner  should  require. 

The  description  and  requirements  for  surgical  dress- 
ings have  in  several  instances  been  extended  and  modi- 
fied, and  so  far  as  possible,  ambiguous  statements 
concerning  the  strength  of  certain  medicated  dressings 
have  been  removed.  Quantitative  requirements  are  no 
longer  obligatory  for  dressings  such  as  phenol  gauze, 
phenol  tow  and  mercuric  chloride  gauze  from  which, 
even  when  stored  under  the  most  favourable  conditions, 
the  medicament  volatilises  or  is  otherwise  lost.  In  this 
section  it  has  not  been  considered  advisable  to  express 
measurements  and  weights  of  the  dressings  or  of  the 
basic  materials  entirely  in  the  metric  system.  Hence, 
lengths  and  widths  are  expressed  in  inches  and  yards, 
and  weights  in  grains  and  ounces  (437.5  grains),  whereas 
the  metric  system  is  retained  for  requirements  and  pro- 
cesses of  a  chemical  nature.  The  test  for  neps  in  cotton 
wool  has  been  revised  to  permit  a  quantitative  compari- 
son with  an  approved  sample,  and  an  arrangement  has 
been  made  between  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  the  Manchester  Testing  House  by  which 
samples  of  cotton-wool,  not  more  neppy  than  the  stan- 
dard sample,  may  be  obtained  on  application. 
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New  Formulas 
In  the  formulary  section  of  the  book  several  changes 
of  importance  have  been  made,  including  the  addition 
of  many  new  preparations  and  alterations  in  many  of 
the  older  formulas  and  processes.  In  this  respect  the 
formulary  more  accurately  reflects  modern  pharmaceu- 
tical thought,  and  contains  nearly  every  preparation  or 
galenical,  except  those  of  the  British  Pharmacopceia,  by 
means  of  which  the  more  important  drugs  in  present- 
day  medical  practice  are  administered  or  applied.  In 
deciding  on  the  inclusion  or  omission  of  substances  in 
common  use  such  as  hair  lotions  and  toilet  preparations, 
which  are  not  used  for  any  medicinal  properties  which 
they  may  happen  to  possess,  notice  has  been  taken  of 
the  fact  that  these  articles  are  supplied  by  manufac- 
turers according  to  their  own  formulas,  and  where  such 
preparations  have  been  added  to  or  retained  in  the  book, 
tliey  have  been  included  solely  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding preparations  suitable  for  use  when  dispensing  the 
prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners. 

The  preparations  of  former  pharmacopoeias  which  are 
omitted  from  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  and  are 
still  in  frequent  demand,  are  included  as  preparations  of 
the  Codex.  In  this  way  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
improvements  in  the  older  preparations  in  the  same  way 
as  modern  principles  have  been  applied  to  former  Codex 
preparations  and  the  preparations  of  the  Pharmacopoeia. 
This  method,  made  possible  by  the  co-operation  and 
assistance  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commission,  has  the 
additional  advantage  of  permitting  manufacturers  to  avoid 
having  to  prepare  similar  preparations  of  the  same  drug 
from  different  authorities,  which  show  no  differences  in 
activity,  but  may  differ  only  slightly  in  appearance  or 
in  composition.  The  same  principle  has  been  applied  to 
preparations  of  the  previous  Codex  which  have  been 
included  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932.  Such 
articles  have  not  been  retained  in  the  formulary,  and 
information  concerning  any  slight  changes  in  composi- 
tion is  given  in  a  note  in  the  summary  of  the  prepara- 
tions at  the  end  of  the  corresponding  monograph.  The 
general  information  preceding  most  groups  or  classes  of 
preparations  has  been  rewritten,  and  for  certain  groups 
new  paragraphs  have  been  added.  These  sections,  as 
formerly,  contain  general  notes  on  the  individual  groups, 
and  in  some  cases  have  been  used  for  the  purpose  of 
offering  advice  to  dispensers  or  of  establishing  rulings 
with  reference  to  methods  of  dispensing. 

A  change  in  the  setting  of  the  formulas  has  been 
made ;  the  older  and  sometimes  ambiguous  centesimal 
system  has  been  replaced  by  the  now  widely  used  metric 
system,  and  the  alternative  and  still  very  commonly 
used  imperial  system  has  been  retained.  The  two  for- 
mulas may  be  regarded  as  equivalent,  and  no  ambiguity 
will  arise  if  it  is  observed  that  the  two  systems  are  not 
interchangeable  ;  in  making  any  preparation,  one  or  the 
other  system  must  be  followed  in  its  entirety  through- 
out. For  convenience,  in  both  systems,  weights  and 
measures  are  expressed  by  abbreviations.  Grams  and 
millilitres  are  represented  by  "  g  "  and  "  ml  "  respec- 
tively, the  former  being  now  the  more  widely  used 
abbreviation  for  gram  in  scientific  literature  and  the 
latter  being  the  now  universally  recognised  abbreviation 
for  the  millilitre.  In  the  case  of  certain  groups  of  pre- 
parations containing  alcohol,  namely,  concentrated  in- 
fusions, spirits  and  tinctures,  figures  are  included  for 
the  percentage  of  alcohol  normally  required  to  be 
present.  Alcohol  in  formulas  for  certain  pharmaceutical 
preparations  used  externally,  or  which  do  not  contain 
alcohol  in  the  final  product,  and  for  the  manufacture  of 
certain  other  preparations  may,  by  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Customs  and  Excise,  be  replaced  by  industrial 
methylated  spirit  provided  that  the  law  and  the 
statutory  regulations  are  observed. 

The  Appendices  contain  much  additional  matter.  The 
tables  for  the  conversion  of  quantities  in  the  metric 
system  into  equivalent  quantities  in  the  imperial  system 
have  been  condensed,  and  their  use  has  been  illustrated 
by  suitable  examples.  A  list  of  molecular  weights  in 
frequent  use  in  analytical  operations  and  particulars  of 
reagents  used  in  the  testing  of  chemical  and  vegetable 
substances  and  for  certain  clinical  and  other  tests  have 


been  added  for  convenience.  Other  sections  give  the 
methods  for  conducting  the  arsenic  and  lead  limits  of 
Codex  substances,  particulars  regarding  colloidal  solu- 
tions, and  the  methods  by  which  solutions  or  prepara- 
tions for  injection  should  be  sterilised.  The  pharmaco- 
logical index  has  been  revised  and  modified  considerably. 
The  index  of  proprietary  substances  is  an  important 
feature  of  the  book.  It  contains  many  substances  which 
are  only  met  with  in  commerce  or  used  in  medicine 
under  registered  or  proprietary  names. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  my  thanks  to  the  chairmen  and  secretaries  of 
the  various  committees  for  the  very  patient  way  in 
which  they  have  always  listened  to  me  during  the  re- 
vision, and  to  all  the  members  of  the  subcommittees  for 
the  most  generous  and  willing  assistance  that  they  have 
always  given  me. 

Vote  of  Thanks 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Corfield  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Herbert  Skinner,  who,  as  one  who  had  been  associated 
with  the  Codex  from  its  inception,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  new  edition  would  show  the  greatest  advance 
yet  made  in  any  publication  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  He  paid  a  warm  tribute  to  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  Mr.  Corfield  had  carried  out  the  arduous  work 
of  editorship. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Wallis,  seconding,  said  that  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  produce  the  book  without  the  aid  of 
a  skilled  and  well-trained  editor  to  co-ordinate  the  efforts 
of  the  subcommittees  and  produce  unification  in  the 
treatment  of  the  different  parts  of  the  book.  Mr. 
Corfield  had  been  exceptionally  skilful  in  that  particular 
work. 

The  motion  was  supported  by  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
who  said  that  the  new  edition  would  be  the  biggest  and 
best  ever  published,  and  would  enhance  the  prestige  of 
pharmacy  generally  in  this  country. 

The  President,  in  putting  the  resolution,  said  that  he 
himself  had  learned  a  great  deal  from  Mr.  Corfield' s 
lecture  about  the  results  of  the  work  as  a  whole. 


North  British  Executive 

A  meeting  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British 
Branch  was  held  at  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on 
March  14,  Mr.  David  Harley  (chairman)  presiding. 

Death 

The  chairman  said  Dr.  George  Coull  was  present  at 
their  last  meeting,  and  they  did  not  realise  that  it  was 
his  last  appearance.    Ihey  would  miss  him  very  much. 

New  Members  Co-opied 

A  letter  was  submitted  from  Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant,  resign- 
ing his  membership  of  the  Executive  consequent  on  his 
appointment  at  Birmingham.  To  fill  the  vacancies  Dr. 
David  McCall,  Dundee,  and  Mr.  James  Blackwood 
Mitchell,  Edinburgh,  were  unanimously  co-opted. 

Public  Pharmaceutical  Service 

There  was  submitted  the  following  resolution  passed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  South-Western  Scottish 
Branch." — "That  the  North  British  Branch  Executive 
be  asked  to  increase  efforts  to  bring  about  the  matter  of 
limiting  the  dispensing  of  all  prescriptions  to  chemists 
and  druggists."  It  was  explained  that  the  object  aimed 
at  in  the  resolution  had  been  engaging  the  close  atten- 
tion of  the  Executive  for  some  years.  The  Council  of 
the  Society  were  also  keenly  interested,  and  it  would  be 
seen  that  a  special  Public  Services  Connnittee  had  been 
appointed  to  deal  with  questions  affecting  pharmacists  in 
many  capacities.  The  chairman  made  appreciative  refer- 
ence to  a  statement  made  by  Professor  Gunn,  in  which 
he  said  he  was  very  much  interested  in  the  relations  of 
the  medical  profession  to  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
and  thought  they  should  aim  at  a  state  of  affairs  in 
which  the  doctor  would  be  the  prescriber  and  the  pharma- 
cist the  dispenser. 

Methylated  Spirits 

It  was  reported  that  on  the  invitation  of  the  town  clerk 
for  the  City  of  Glasgow,  Mr.  David  Hailey  (chairman  of 
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the  Executive),  Mr.  J.  B.  McVitae  (chairman  of  the  Par- 
hamentary  Committee)  and  the  resident  secretary 
attended  the  conference  of  representatives  of  local 
authorities  and  other  interested  parties  to  discuss  the 
evils  connected  with  methylated  spirit  intoxication  and 
proposed  remedies.  The  representatives  of  the  Execu- 
tive explained  suggestions  which  had  been  made  on  be- 
half of  the  Executive  in  consultation  with  the  police 
authorities  in  Glasgow,  Aberdeen  and  Dundee,  and  also 
with  Miss  Horsburgh,  M.P.,  who  had  introduced  a  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Commons  (C.  D.,  March  17,  p.  289). 
On  consideration  the  Executive  was  of  opinion  that  the 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  proposed 
were  much  too  stringent,  and  would  be  needlessly  harass- 
ing to  the  extensive  sale  and  use  of  methylated  spirits  in 
small  quantities  for  perfectly  legitimate  purposes.  The 
suggestion  by  the  Executive  was  that  any  retailer  of 
methylated  spirits  who  had  been  convicted  of  a  contra- 
vention of  the  law  relating  to  methylated  spirits,  or  whom 
the  police  might  have  reasonable  grounds  to  suspect 
of  selling  methylated  spirits  to  persons  who  used  it  as 
an  intoxicant,  should  be  required  to  record  every  sale 
of  methylated  spirits  and  take  the  signature  of  the 
purchaser.  Probably  nothing  more  than  this  would  be 
required.  The  proposal  of  the  Bill  with  regard  to  lists 
of  persons  entitled  to  sell  methylated  spirits  could  be 
effectually  met  by  limiting  licence  holders  to  persons 
qualified  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts  or  listed  by  local 
authorities  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. 

Surgical  Spirit 

There  was  submitted  from  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise  a  letter  intimating  withdrawal  of  all 
existing  formulas  for  surgical  spirit  and  the  substitut- 
ing of  two  amended  formulas  to  come  into  operation  on 
March  15.  It  was  explained  that  existing  stocks  of 
surgical  spirit  might  be  sold  off. 

Sunday  Trading 
It  was  reported  that  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Re- 
striction) (Scotland)  Bill,  which  was  up  for  second  reading 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  9,  had  been  talked 
out  and  was  not  likely  to  make  further  progress  during 
the  present  parliamentary  session.  The  proposed  schedule 
would  impose  an  entirely  new  restriction  on  the  practi- 
cally universal  prax:tice  of  keeping  open  shop  during 
certain  hours  by  chemists  in  Scotland,  and  it  was  agreed 
to  watch  carefully  any  developments. 


Branch  Meetings 

Bath. — A  meeting  of  the  Bath  and  District  Branch 
was  held  on  March  14  to  hear  an  address  by  Mr.  L. 
Moreton  Parry  (a  member  of  the  Society's  Council).  In 
introducing  the  speaker,  Mr.  W.  J.  Hallett  mentioned 
Mr.  Parry's  many  achievements — especially  in  con- 
nection with  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund. 
Mr.  Parry  commenced  by  emphasising  the  work  which 
had  been  done  in  recent  years  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  in  raising  the  standard  of  the  examinations. 
With  something  like  1,300  boys  and  girls  attempting  to 
enter  pharmacy  annually  he  considered  that  the  problem 
of  overcrowding  was  becoming  serious.  The  steps  now 
being  taken,  together  with  plans  for  the  future,  would 
go  far  toward  keeping  the  number  of  entrants  within 
reasonable  bounds.  From  this  he  passed  to  an  examina- 
tion of  the  work  carried  on  by  the  Council.  Then 
followed  a  detailed  survey  of  the  provisions  of  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act.  He  said  that  where  present 
pharmaceutical  legislation  had,  owing  to  adverse  legal 
decisions,  proved  unsound  the  new  Act  had  provided  the 
opportunity  of  correction.  Mr.  Parry  concluded  his 
address  by  describing  the  steps  which  the  Council  were 
taking  to  provide  new  headquarters.  In  the  discussion 
following  Mr.  Aspell  inquired  whether  the  rumour  that 
the  "  Extra  PharmacopcEia  "  would  be  incorporated  in 
the  next  edition  of  the  Codex  was  correct  ;  whether 
under  the  new  Act  the  "  co-ops."  would  be  in  the  same 
position  as  other  businesses  ;  and  whether  any  grant, 
as  the  building  would  be  largely  used  for  educational 
purposes,  would  be  likely  to  be  made  by  the  Government 
towards  the  new  headquarters.    Mr.  Luther  Wilson  con- 


sidered that  under  the  1933  Act  much  business  would 
depart  from  the  pharmacist,  and  that  the  prospects  of 
better  remuneration  in  the  future  would  be  more  remote 
than  ever.  Mr.  H.  Norris  considered  that  pharmacists, 
as  a  whole,  behaved  in  a  very  unprofessional  manner, 
e.g.,  in  the  matter  of  price  cutting.  He  considered  that 
such  unprofessional  conduct  should  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration by  the  Statutory  Committee.  Mr.  T.  Swain 
requested  information  regarding  the  position,  both  under 
the  Act  and  as  regards  the  selling  of  destamped  pro- 
prietaries, of  the  co-operative  stores  which  had  a  dis- 
pensing department  at  the  main  business  and  only  a 
drug  department  at  the  branches.  Mr.  Mills  inquired 
whether  a  chemist  who  had  been  in  receipt  of  help  from 
the  Benevolent  Fund  last  year  would  be  required  to  pay 
the  retention  fee  this  year  before  relief  could  be  given. 
Mr.  Parry,  in  reply,  stated  that  although  the  Council 
was  forbidden  by  law  to  deal  in  trade  matters,  yet,  as 
the  Society  functioned  very  largely  as  a  Government 
department,  the  influence  they  could  exert  was,  at  times, 
of  great  value.  With  regard  to  the  co-operative  stores, 
they  stood  in  the  same  position  as  any  other  business. 
The  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia  "  would  be  issued  as  a 
separate  volume.  He  was  afraid  any  hopes  members 
might  entertain  as  to  Government  financial  assistance  in 
the  erection  of  the  new  headquarters  were  most  unlikely 
to  be  fulfilled.  Referring  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  the 
Committee  only  asked  whether  the  applicants  were  fit 
people  to  be  helped.  In  proposing  the  vote  of  thanks, 
Mr.  W.  J.  Hallett  congratulated  the  speaker  on  his  note 
of  optimism. 

Blackpool.' — The  annual  general  meeting  of  the  Black- 
pool Branch  was  held  on  March  15,  when  the  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year: — President, 
Mr.  H.  Hall ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  P.  T.  Ormerod  ; 
Treasurer,  Mr.  P.  T.  Ormerod;  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  R 
Sidebottom ;  Assistant  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  Dyson ;  Com- 
mittee, Messrs.  J.  Sidebottom,  S.  C.  Coope,  C.  E.  Eccles, 
J.  F.  Blackhurst,  C.  Cornforth,  T.  A.  Durkin,  H.  C. 
Piatt,  J.  M.  O'Connor,  A.  Barnes,  J.  W.  Cardwell,  and 
T.  Ludlam. 

Bournemouth. — -Bournemouth  and  District  Branches 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  held  their  annual  supper-dance  on  Febru- 
ary 28  at  the  Pavilion  ;  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  people 
attended  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  event.  The  branches 
also  held  a  meeting  on  March  6  at  Gervis  Hall,  when  Mr. 
E.  C.  Cripps  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.)  lectured  on 
William  Allen,  First  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Mr.  Cripps  was  very  entertaining,  showing 
several  slides  of  old  London,  many  old  documents  and 
an  old  Pharmacopoeia. 

Bristol. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bristol  Branch 
was  held  recently,  Mr.  W.  E.  Partridge  in  the  chair. 
A  comprehensive  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Branch 
during  the  winter  session  was  presented  by  the  chair- 
man. Mr.  W.  E.  Partridge  moved  the  election  of  Miss 
E.  E.  Parry  as  Chairman.  This  was  seconded  by  Mr.

Other  questions 
concerned  poisons  used  in  counter  prescribing,  the  posi- 
tion of  a  pharmacist  who  left  an  unqualified  assistant  in 
charge,  income-tax  rebate,  unqualified  assistants  selling 
Part  II  poisons,  and  how  the  N.P.U.  would  act  in  a 
dispute  between  employer  and  assistant  who  were  both 
members  of  the  N.P.U.  Mr.  Mallinson  ably  dealt  with 
all  the  questions.    Mr.  Bates  proposed  a  vote  of  thanks.

Annual  Dinner  at  Norwich 

The  Norwich  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  held  its  annual  dinner  at  the  Royal  Hotel, 
Norwich,  on  March  8,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr. 
J.  C.  Davies.  Replying  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  proposed  by  the  chairman,  Mr.  John 
KeaU  (president)  said  the  principles  laid  down  by  its 
founders  were  the  development  of  education,  working  for 
the  common  weal  and  the  exercise  of  benevolence.  If 
the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  was  not  all  they  wanted, 
it  provided  a  foundation  on  which  to  build.  All  profes- 
sions to-day  had  their  reservations,  and  pharmacy  was 
practically  the  only  one  which  had  not  reserved  to  its 
members  the  right  to  practise  their  proper  function. 
One  important  result  was  that  all  who  desired  to  remain 
on  the  Register  must  pay  their  retention  fee.  .  The  Society 
could  only  obtain  desirable  things  for  the  profession  by 
the  united  support  of  all  pharmacists,  and  it  now  had 
the  opportunity  to  represent  all  sections  in  a  way  that 
had  not  been  possible  previously.  The  deputy  Lord 
Mayor,  responding  for  "  The  City  and  Corporation," 
proposed  by  Mr.  Pitchford,  paid  a  tribute  to  the  excel- 
lent manner  in  which  the  city  was  served  by  the  local 
pharmacists. 

South-Eastern  Associations'  Annual  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  South-Eastern  (London) 
Chemists'  Associations  was  held  on  March  8  at  the  Hotel 
Metropole,  W.C.2,  the  president  (Captain  J.  J.  G.  Hay) 
in  the  chair.

The  toast  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  E.  Oswald  Wells, 
who  congratulated  the  Council  on  its  policy.  In  response, 
Mr.  Peck  outlined  the  achievements  of  the  Society  and 
made  particular  reference  to  progress  in  educational  and 
research  spheres.  He  mentioned  that  zoology  and,  later, 
physiology,  would  be  introduced  into  the  training  of  a 
pharmacist  to  fit  him  to  keep  in  touch  with  modem 
therapy  ;  and  he  complimented  the  local  branch  on 
its  ambitious  post-graduate  courses.  The  toast  of  "  The 
South-Eastern  Associations  "  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Mortimer  in  a  witty  and  eloquent  speech.  He 
emphasised  that  the  success  of  this,  and  kindred,  associa- 
tions depended  upon  themselves  far  more  than  on  statu- 
tory bodies  or  regulations.  Captain  Hay,  replying,  re- 
called the  severe  regulations  under  which  phartnacy 
labours,  and  said  he  had  experienced  a  bad  dream  in 
which  all  alcoholic  solutions  had  been  placed  by  the 
Statutory  Committee  on  the  Poisons  Schedule.  He 
dreamed,  however,  that  an  inspector  had  shown  him  a 
pocket-stUl  which  produced  unlimited  quantities  of  the 
finest  "  Orkney."  He  paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  officers, 
committees  and  subcommittees  of  the  Associations,  and 
particularly  to  Mr.  Wells.  Mr.  Hay  spoke  appreciatively 
of  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Mallett  in  the  arranging  of 
post-graduate  courses  for  pharmacists  and  of-  the  lec- 
turers, Mr.  King  (Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.),  who  lec- 
tured on  surgical  instruments,  and  Dr.  E.  R.  Cullinan, 
who  was  delivering  the  present  course  of  lectures  on 
therapeutics.  "  Our  Guests  "  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
F.  J.  Dyer,  who  coupled  with  the  toast  the  name  of  the 
Rt.  Hon.  J.  R.  Clynes,  a  former  Home  Secretary.  Mr. 
Dyer  referred  suitably  to  the  other  chief  guests.  Mr. 
Clynes,  in  his  reply,  said  that  he  and  his  wife  decided 
that  surely  two  colds  ought  to  face  up  bravely  to  a  host 
of  chemists.

Branch  Meetings 

Liverpool. — .The  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch  was 
held  on  March  i.  In  the  course  of  his  review,  the  secre- 
tary, Mr.  J.  Allen  Jones,  remarked  that  the  membership 
had  increased  by  seven  members  and  was  now  124. 
Seventeen  new  applications  for  membership  as  approved 
dealers  had  been  received,  of  which  thirteen  had  been 
approved  and  four  refused.  Out  of  388  dealers  in  the 
Liverpool  district  he  thought  they  should  have  more 
than  124  members.    He  was  of  the  opinion  that  they 

ought  to  have  at  least 
200  or  250  members,  and 
it  was  up  to  members  to 
try  and  convince  those 
outside  the  Association 
of  the  benefits  to  be  de- 
rived from  membership. 
Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (Budden 
&  Co.,  Ltd.)  was  unani- 
mously elected  chairman 
of  the  Branch  for  the 
ensuing  year.  The  fol- 
lowing were  also  elected

Committee.  In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Mr.  Thompson 
(president  of  the  P.D.A.)  said  they  were  looking  to  the 
P.D.A.  to  put  an  end  to  this  price-cutting  throughout 
the  countrj'.    The  only  point  arising  in  Liverpool  is  in

regard  to  the  dockland  area,  and  if  they  put  Liverpool 
dockland  area  up  to  P.D.A.  rates  they  would  have 
achieved  something  worth  while.  Dealing  with  standard 
and  paper  films,  Mr.  Thompson  remarked  that  the  paper 
films  had  only  taken  a  hold  in  a  portion  of  Lancashire. 
That  was  the  only  part  of  the  country  in  which  the  paper 
films  had  got  a  hold,  and  it  had  done  so  only  because 
they  were  cutting  prices.  Mr.  Andrews  (general  secre- 
tary of  the  P.D.A.)  said  that  as  a  result  of  the  abolition  . 
of  gift  schemes,  300,000  cameras  would  not  be  put  into 
distribution  during  the  next  few  years.  The  following 
resolution,  proposed  by  Mr.  Hale,  was  passed  with  one 
dissentient :  — ' '  That  this  meeting,  representative  of 
Liverpool  dealers,  agrees  to  adopt  and  put  into  operation 
the  full  P.D.A.  scale  of  prices  for  developing  and  print- 
ing, as  from  March  12,  1934."  Mr.  Rich,  in  the  course 
of  a  discussion,  remarked  that  they  had  heard  a  number 
of  remarks  from  outside  representatives  about  the  paper 
film.  They  did  not  realise  that  in  Liverpool  they  were 
up  against  a  very  large  number  of  paper  films  being 
distributed  by  the  manufacturers.  Last  season  they 
distributed  30,000  and  this  season  they  had  said  that 
they  intended  giving  away  100,000  films.  That  was  at 
the  rate  of  two  gross  per  dealer.  In  replying,  Mr. 
Andrews  remarked  that  the  only  place  where  the  paper 
film  had  taken  on  was  in  Lancashire.  If  the  dealers  and 
finishers  refused  to  deal  with  it,  the  film  would  soon  die 
a  natural  death.  After  some  further  discussion,  a  resohi- 
tion  was  passed  ' '  That  this  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Branch  of  the  P.D.A.  suggests  to  the  F.P.M.  that  no 
approved  dealer  be  supplied  with  F.P.M.  goods  who  is 
dealing  with  non-F.P.M.  goods." 

Manchester. — A  meeting  of  the  branch  was  held 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  J.  Chapman  on  March 
T2.  Following  a  discussion  on  the  maintenance 
of  the  P.D.A.  scale  of  charges  for  developing  and  print- 
ing, the  following  resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Cleworth,  seconded  by  Mr.  Lomax,  and  carried  unani- 
mously:— "That  the  Manchester  Branch  of  the  P.D.A. 
is  in  favour  of  the  P.D.A.  scale  of  D.  and  P.  prices  for 
1934."  fhe  chairman  said  the  tracing  of  unauthorised 
retailers  of  films  had  occupied  the  attention  of  the 
national  Council  for  some  considerable  time,  and  it  had 
been  agreed  that  ' '  coding  ' '  was  the  only  satisfactory 
solution.  After  discussion  the  following  resolution,  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  Foxall,  seconded  by  Mr.  Steinman,  was 
passed: — "  That  the  branch  is  of  opinion  that  it  is  most 
desirable  that  all  films  should  be  coded  in  order  to  assist 
in  tracing  supplies  to  unauthorised  persons."  Much 
discussion  took  place  on  the  matter  of  buying  associa- 
tions, and  Mr.  Haines  proposed,  Mr.  Davidson  second- 
ing, the  following  resolution: — "This  branch  views  with 
alarm  the  growing  formation  of  trading  associations 
whereby  photographic  goods  are  sold  at  a  discount,  and 
urges  the  national  Council  to  take  strong  steps  to  pro- 
hibit supplies  to  such  bodies."  In  the  course  of  later 
discussions  members  suggested  the  reconsideration  of 
the  P.D.A.  prices  for  enlarged  postcards  in  order  that 
there  might  be  more  uniformity  next  season.  It  was 
also  suggested  that  the  branch  should  invite  the  finishers 
in  the  area  to  a  meeting  at  which  these  prices  and  others 
may  be  discussed.  The  question  of  paper  film  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  and,  in  view  of 
the  method  by  which  this  was  being  marketed,  it  was 
resolved :  — ' '  That  this  meeting  agrees  not  to  handle 
paper  film  since  the  methods  of  distribution  are  entirely 
against  the  principles  of  the  P.D.A.  and  Joint  Council, 
and  it  urges  all  members  of  the  P.D.A.  to  follow  this 
ruling."  The  members  of  the  branch  suggest  that  the 
national  Council  consider  such  alterations  to  the  rules 
whereby  membership  of  the  P.D.A.  should  be  compul- 
sory to  all  approved  dealers. 

Nottingham. —  The  branch  held  a  meeting  on  Febru- 
ary 28.  Over  forty  were  present  with  Mr.  G.  Houghton 
Evans  as  chairman.  The  area  councillor,  Mr.  Alec  Hoare, 
Derby,  gave  an  address  on  local  membership  and  dealt 
with  some  of  the  difficulties  of  the  branch.  Mr.  C.  T. 
Thonger,  treasurer  of  the  P.D.A.,  gave  some  interesting 
details  on  the  membership,  financial  position,  and  the 
present  position  with  regard  to  the  coding  of  films  and 
control  of  developing  and  printing  prices. 
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Trade  Report 

Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.  Prices  recorded  for 
crude  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.  Qualities  of 
chemicals,  drugs,  essential  and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values

The  volume  of  business  on  the  markets  during  the  past 
week  seems  to  have  been  a  little  better,  but  there  is  stiU  a 
predominance  of  spot  orders  for  limited  quantities.  Prices 
are,  on  average,  about  up  to  former  levels.  In  the  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  markets  a  routine  business  is  recorded  with 
no  outstanding  feature.  Salicylates  and  Aspirin  are  quoted 
at  the  recent  reductions,  but  these  markets  seem  to  lack  the 
confidence  the  current  cheap  prices  should  ensure.  Tartaric 
ACID  and  Cream  of  tartar  are  very  steady.  Shipment  prices 
for  some  of  the  Continental  products  may  be  put  back  on  a 
sterling  basis,  instead  of  the  present  gold  basis.  In  the  crude 
drugs  markets  some  products  have  received  more  inquiry  this 
week,  and  a  fair  amount  of  business  has  resulted.  Norwe- 
gian CoD-LiVER  OIL,  following  the  much  better  fishing  re- 
sults, is  cheaper  for  shipment,  and  it  is  reported  that  busi- 
ness has  been  effected  on  a  good  scale.  New  crop  Buchu 
is  late,  and  shippers  are  asking  higher  prices  for  the  bold 
green  leaves.  Sudan  Gum  acacia  is  fully  steady  at  the  higher 
shipment  prices.  Japanese  Menthol  has  remained  mostly 
quiet  with  re-sellers  at  comparatively  cheap  figures.  Traga- 
CANTH  has  met  with  a  slower  demand,  but  values  are  well 
maintained.  In  Waxes  the  very  few  offerings  of  Carnauba 
for  shipment  are  firm  and  at  high  rates.  Bees'  has  met  with 
a  steady  business,  and  values  continue  to  harden  as  stocks 
decline.  The  issue  this  week  of  the  Import  Duties  Order  in 
respect  of  crude  drugs  was  welcome,  but  it  is  by  no  means 
entirely  satisfactory.  In  the  essential  oils  markets  there  has 
been  more  business  in  Bergamot  at  keen  prices.  Java  Cit- 
ronella  shows  some  recovery  for  shipment,  but  business  with 
this  market  is  of  small  account.  Sicilian  Lemon,  described 
as  hand-pressed,  is  quoted  at  very  cheap  figures  for  ship- 
ment. Japanese  Peppermint  is  slightly  cheaper  forward  from 
re-sellers  with  most  of  a  limited  inquiry  for  goods  afloat. 
Singapore  Patchouli  is  a  little  better  for  shipment.

Sir, — I  am  instructed  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  to  call  the  attention  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists  and  registered  druggists  to  the 
necessity  for  care  in  selling  proprietary  articles  contain- 
ing poison,  whether  tablets,  pills,  ointments  or  liquid 
preparations.  Many  of  these  preparations  are  Part  I 
poisons  and  may  only  be  sold  under  the  restrictions 
governing  the  sale  of  such  poisons.  I  am  also  instructed 
to  call  their  attention  to  the  necessity  of  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  in  regard  to 
arsenical  sheep  dips,  such  as  Cooper's.  There  is  reason 
to  believe  that  at  least  some  chemists  are  not  observing 
the  law  in  this  regard,  and  in  case  of  a  prosecution  the 
fact  of  this  warning  having  been  issued  will  be  produced 
in  evidence  against  them. — Your  obedient  servant, 
J.\MES  J.  Kerr,  M.P.S.I.,  P.C., 
Registrar,  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.

I  am  instructed  by  the 
Council  to  issue  this  warning  in  order  that  there  may 
be  no  doubt  as  to  its  attitude  in  the  matter.

Old^Councillors  and  New 

Sir, — "  A  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  writing  on  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (C.  &■  D.,  March  lo,  p.  269). 
says  that  few  of  the  people  who  have  been  giving  their 
views  on  the  new  Act  appear  to  have  read  the  criticisms 
in  your  pages  on  the  Bill  before  it  went  to  the  House  of 
Commons.  I  think  he  is  in  error,  or  rather  that  he  is 
not  in  touch  with  the  general  feeling  among  retail 
chemists,  because  in  the  early  stages  there  was  plenty 
of  discussion  and  criticism  of  all  the  debatable  points, 
and  the  outcome  was  the  now  notorious  conference  of 
delegates  in  London.  That  the  result  of  that  meeting 
was  directly  contrary  to  their  expectations  was  not  their 
fault,  for  the  dice  were  already  loaded  against  the  rank 
and  file.  This  brings  us  to  the  question  of  future  repre- 
sentation to  which  you  refer  in  your  editorial  article 
(p.  275).    There  is  little  likelihood  that  there  will  be 


any  drastic  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Council  at  the 
next  election  ;  but  I  hope  that  in  the  course  of  the  next 
few  years  we  may  see  considerable  alterations.  The 
compulsory  membership  clause  will  bring  in  a  number 
of  men  wiio  for  one  reason  or  another  have  never  been 
voluntary  members,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  they 
will  not  be  content  to  be  ruled  by  a  body  they  have 
refused  to  submit  to  in  the  past.  It  is  a  true  saying 
that  the  occasion  breeds  the  man ;  it  only  needs  the  man 
to  form  a  block  of  these  pharmacists  to  run  their  own 
candidates  for  the  Council  in  order  to  make  themselves 
heard ;  and  if  such  a  block  were  formed  they  might  also 
carry  with  them  many  members  who  have  contributed 
voluntarily  in  the  past  from  motives  of  loyalty  and  not 
because  they  were  satisfied  with  their  present  repre- 
sentatives.— Faithfully  yours.

The  Pharmacy  League 

Sir, — Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  struck  a  note  of  helpfulness 
in  his  remarks  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy 
League  (C.  (S-  D..  March  3,  p.  235).  He  referred  to  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  an  organisation  of 
youth  which  ceased  to  exist  as  a  direct  consequence  of 
the  war.  It  was  a  training  ground  where  some  of  the 
present  members  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  gained  their  experience.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  League  of  Pharmacy  will  prove  equally  effective.  In 
addition  Mr.  Linstead  made  some  practical  suggestions, 
pointing  out  in  what  directions  the  League  might  prove 
useful.  If  the  younger  generation  is  prepared  to  contri- 
bute to  solving  such  problems,  there  is  indeed  a  future 
for  the  League.  When  it  comes  to  the  question  of 
salaries,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  other  side  of 
this  problem  is  presented  to  the  older  man. — I  am,  etc.,

Sir, — Any  organisation  which  helps  to  improve  the 
status  of  pharmacy  is  welcome,  and  the  inauguration  of 
the  Pharmacy  League  shows  that  there  is  some  awaken- 
ing among  the  younger  members,  of  the  craft  to  the 
problems  we  are  faced  with.  It  is  good  to  see  that  there 
is  some  enthusiasm  for  active  participation  in  pharma- 
ceutical politics,  because  to  say  the  least  it  has  been 
sadly  lacking  in  the  past.  The  objects  of  the  League  as 
set  out  in  the  inaugural  address  are  very  comprehensive, 
but  I  may  point  out  that  aU  the  items  mentioned  could 
be  dealt  with  through  the  machinery  of  the  local  associa- 
tions and  branches  already  set  up  if  only  the  members 
would  trouble  to  attend  the  meetings.  In  the  branch 
to  which  I  am  attached  there  are  well  over  200  members, 
and  an  average  meeting  consists  of  a  dozen  or  so  regular 
attenders— and  they  are  not  young  men.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  includes  younger  men  as  well  as  older 
ones  ;  as  they  all  have  an  equal  voting  power,  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  younger  ones  should  not  propose  and 
elect  their  own  representatives  as  officers,  and  then  from 
the  local  officials  put  up  selected  men  as  candidates  for 
seats  on  the  Council.  In  this  way  they  could  effect  all 
tha  reforms  they  desire  without  forming  any  new  body. 
In  past  years  I  have  spent  untold  hours  of  my  little 
leisure  time  and  a  considerable  amount  of  energy  trying 
to  effect  just  the  same  objects  ;  now  that  every  pharma- 
cist on  the  Register  must  be  a  member,  perhaps  the 
movement  will  take  hold  and  be  more  successful  than 
we  have  been.  In  my  experience  the  older  generation 
now  in  business  agreed  over  closing  hours  and  so  forth 
and  kept  their  agreements  ;  but  in  the  last  two  or  three 
years  there  has  been  a  return  to  the  old  evils,  and  there 
have  been  complaints  from  various  districts  that  the 
Shop  Hours  Act  is  being  ignored.  Who  are  the  principal 
offenders?  The  young  proprietors  with  new  businesses, 
who  have  taken  to  keeping  open  till  late  at  night  or  all 
day  on  the  early  closing  day,  and  in  some  cases  have 
featured  cut-price  goods,  presumably  to  get  a  footing. 
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In  my  own  town  there  are  three  shops  opened  recently 
by  young  chemists,  and  they  are  the  only  defaulters.  If 
the  League  can  induce  such  men  to  put  their  new  spirit 
and  outlook  into  practical  operation,  it  will  have  accom- 
plished something  worth  while.— Faithfully  yours,

Cheap  Dispensing 

The  experience  of  "  Merseyside "  {C.  (sy  D..  Febru- 
ary 24,  p.  228)  when  marking  the  dispensing  prices  on 
prescriptions  is  exactly  the  opposite  to  mine.  In  my 
district  I  have  found  the  multiple  shops  to  be  scrupulous 
in  observing  any  local  arrangement ;  it  has  always  been 
a  private  chemist  who  has  broken  faith,  and  now  it  is 
useless  to  attempt  agreement  of  any  kind.  If  chemists 
would  agree  among  themselves  to  charge  by  a  definite 
system  for  dispensing,  and  respect  that  agreement,  I 
do  not  think  it  at  all  unlikely  that  the  multiple  concerns 
would  be  willing  to  join  us.  But  so  long  as  chemists 
continue  to  undercut  each  other  for  this  work,  the  stores 
will  follow  their  own  rates  for  pricing,  as  I  am  obliged 
to  at  present. — Thamesbank  (5/3). 

Pills 

The  paper  on  "  Pill  Medication  "  in  the  C.  &'  D.  of 
February  24  (p.  206)  I  found  extremely  interesting  as 
showing  how  fashions  in  "  specials  "  change.  This  was 
well  illustrated  by  the  table  giving  the  number  of  times 
certain  preparations  were  used.  I  notice  that  such  once 
popular  ingredients  as  pil.  hydrarg.,  extract,  coloc.  co., 
pil.  rhei  co.,  pil.  coloc.  et  hyoscyami,  pil.  coloc.  co. 
and  pulv.  jalapse  are  weU  down  the  list.  I  should 
never  have  awarded  extract,  nucis  vomicae  pride  of 
place.  The  pharmacist  of  to-day  is  not  the  pill  maker 
his  predecessor  of  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  was, 
because,  in  my  opinion,  prescriptions  are  not  written 
to-day  for  pills  to  anything  like  the  same  extent  that 
they  used  to  be. — Country  Chemist  (26/2). 

The  Daily  Roimd 

Until  I  read  the  article  "Do  Chemists  Improve?" 
{C.'S'  D.,  January  6,  p.  16)  I  had  no  idea  that  the  life 
of  a  pharmacist  was  one  round  of  sport,  social  engage- 
ments, tours  at  home  and  abroad  in  cars,  interspersed 
with  civic  honours.  I  wonder  what  percentage  of  the 
8,000  or  so  chemists  in  business  for  themselves  spend 
their  days  in  this  way,  and  what  greater  percentage  are 
compelled  to  adhere  to  the  old  style,  from  counter  to  bed 
and  back  again.  It  is  true  that  most  of  us  get  two  or 
three  hours'  relaxation  on  early  closing  day  between  the 
morning  and  evening  duties,  and  also  on  Sunday  ;  but  for 
the  rest  of  the  week  we  are  just  as  much  the  slaves  of 
the  carboy  as  our  fathers,  in  spite  of  the  8  o'clock  closing 
rule.  I  know  one  single-handed  proprietor  who  takes 
advantage  of  his  brief  respite  on  Wednesday  afternoon 
to  take  a  trip  to  a  neighbouring  town  where  the  half-day 
closing  is  on  Thursday  so  that  he  can  get  a  hair-cut.

A.  E.  B.  (13/28). — Preserving  chicken  skins. — Any 
flesh  or  fat  inside  the  skins  of  chickens  must  be  scraped 
off,  using  dry  meal  to  absorb  the  oil  released  in  the 
scraping.  Turn  the  skin  wrong  side  out,  then  dust  or 
brush  it  with  the  following:  — 

Arsenious  oxide   ...    3  parts 

Aluminium  sulphate     ...       ...    i  part 

The  powder  could  be  dissolved  and  painted  on  if  pre- 
ferred. Blood  or  grease  spots  on  the  feathers  <diould 
be  removed  with  benzin  or  acetone.  Bent  quills  can  be 
straightened  by  holding  them  in  a  jet  of  steam. 

C.  M.  (15/28). — Oil  in  wheat  germ. — The  method  of 
ascertaining  the  quantity  of  oil  in  wheat  germ  is  to 
determine  this  oil  by  extraction  in  a  Soxhlet  or  other 
similar  type  of  extractor  with  a  suitable  solvent.  The 
usual  solvents  are  ether  and  petroleum  spirit,  the  former 
being  stated  to  be  the  better. 

W.  T.  S.  (19/28). — RiciNOLEic  acid. — The  difficulties 
in  preparing  the  acid  arise  from  the  similarity  in 
behaviour  of  the  impurities  and  associated  acids,  and 
thus  the  need  for  later  stages  in  the  process  suggested 
below  depends  upon  the  degree  of  purity  required. 
Castor  oil,  100  gm.,  is  heated  under  a  reflux  condenser 
with  a  solution  of  about  40  gm.  of  potassium  hydroxide 
in  100  ml.  of  water.  Care  must  be  taken  to  prevent 
"  bumping,"  and  saponification  may  be  considered  com- 
plete when  the  mixture  becomes  homogeneous,  that  is, 
after  about  ten  to  fifteen  minutes.  The  product  is  then 
acidified  with  hydrochloric  acid  (test  with  litmus  paper) 
and  warmed,  when  the  mixed  fatty  acids  separate  as  a 
viscous  oil.  According  to  the  literature  some  purifica- 
tion may  be  effected  by  cooling  the  separated  oil  and 
removing  some  liquid  impurities  by  pressure.  If  this 
be  adopted,  the  solid  residue  will  contain  a  small  propor- 
tion of  stearic  and  dihydroxystearic  acids.  In  our  experi- 
ments purification  was  not  effected  by  this  method  but 
by  converting  the  mixed  fatty  acids  into  the  barium 
salts.  For  this  purpose  the  acids  were  neutralised  with 
sodium  hydroxide  and  completely  precipitated  with 
barium  chloride,  the  precipitate  collected  on  a  suction 
filter,  washed  with  successive  small  quantities  of  water 
and  then  repeatedly  re-crystallised  from  alcohol.  The 
barium  ricinoleate  was  then  decomposed  with  hydro- 
chloric acid,  and  the  ricinoleic  acid  separated.  Another 
suggested  method  of  isolating  the  acid  is  to  precipitate 
fractionally  with  calcium  chloride  the  products  of  saponi- 
fication of  castor  oil.  The  first  third  and  the  last  sixth 
of  the  precipitate  is  rejected.
